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“MR. GLADSTONE RETICENT 


HE REFUSES 
VULGE HIS PLANS. 
UNABATED EXCITEMENT—PARTY MEN CHARY 
ABOUT EXPRESSING VIEWS—AN IRISH 

LOYALIST DEMONSTRATION. 


Lonpon, Dec. 18. — The excitement 
throughout Great Britain on the subject of 
home rule for Ireland continues without abate- 
ment. Newspapers of all shades of opinion and 
Politics are urging Mr. Gladstone to speak 
definitely in regard to his plans. The late 
Premier, in response to a telegram sent to- 
day asking for information with reference 
to the Irish home rule scheme which it is 
reported he has had under consideration, replied 
as follows: ‘‘ From my public declarations at 
Edinburgh respecting the zovernment of Ire- 
land you will easily see that I have no further 
communication to make.” In the speech re- 
ferred to, which he delivered on Nov. 17, he said, 
in effect, in reply to Mr. Parnell's suggestion to 
give local self-government to Ireland, that 
wher he learned through a constitutional chan- 
nel what the wishes of Ireland were he would 
give them attentive consideration, but that he 
could not gain this knowledge until the new 
Parliament met. 

Mr. George J. Goschen, who belongs to the 
Whig branch of the Liberal Party, and who was 
elected member of Parliament for the East 
Division of Edinburgh in the late election, hav- 
ing been asked to-day for his opinion on the 
reported scheme of home rule for Ireland, re- 
plied by telegraph that he maintained his hith- 
prto expressed convictions against Irish home 


rule,and that he could not comment on any 
scheme of that nature until such scheme had 
been fully deciared. 

The Marquis of Hartington, who was Secre- 
tary for War in Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet, declares 
that be has not approved the scheme, as has 
been intimated in certain quarters. 

Mr. John O'Connor Power, Nationalist mem- 
ber of Parliament, in an interview to-day, ap- 
proved the scheme, which, be said, wasa fair 
one, and was based on the scheme of Mr. Butt, 
the former Irish leader. Mr. Power, however, 
did not approve the proposition that the Crown 
as a guarantee have the ripht to nominate a por- 
tion of the Irish Parliament. That proposition 
he characterized as too absurd for serious con- 
sideration., He added that Mr. Parnell’s candid 
acceptance of the scheme would be necessary 
in order to justify the Government in intro- 
ducing such a measure. 

Mr. Macartney, Conservative, who was mem- 
ber for Tyrone in tne last Parliament, declares 
that the adoption of any form of home rule 
would be in direct violation of the constitution, 
under the provisions of which thousands of 
Englishmen and Scotchmen have invested 
money in Ireland. To grant Ireland home rule, 
he says, would be to betray the minority in Ire- 
land, and the English people would be held re- 
sponsible for the consequences. 

Michael Davitt has consented to become a 
member of the corporation of Dublin as a 
workingmen’s representative. He was ten- 
dered a banquet at the Mansion House by the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, but has deciined to be 
feasted while, as be says, hundreds of people in 
the city are starving. 


DuButin, Dec. 18.—The Daily Express, a 
constant upholder of the Loyalist cause, devotes 
a leading article this morning to picturing the 
consequences which would result from home 
rule in Ireland. If the demands of the Parnell- 
ites are granted, and any such scheme of home 
rule is attempted as Mr. Gladstone has been 
credited with contemplating, the Eapress de- 
clares that civil war would not be unlikely to 
follow. There would be such a clashing of class 
interests, such rivalry between the friends of 
the old régime and the partisans of the new 
that civil strife could hardly be avoided. And 
in case such extremities were prevented it is 

rfectly certain that- there would still be end- 

friction between the imperial Government 
and that of Ireland. 

The city of Armagh, in the province of Ulster, 
was to-day the scene of an immense Loyalist 
demonstration. Seyeral addresses were made by 

minent ioyalists who werein no way chary 

m the expression of their sentiments. The 
gathering was characterized by some very en- 
thusiastic expressions in Opposition tothe home 
rule doctrine. Following the utterances of its 
leaders, who enunciated a bold avowal against 
the Parnell policy, the meeting adopted a series 
of resolutions expressive of its belief that the 
resort to home rule principles would be certain, 
sooner or later, to resuit in actual civil war; 
and further exhorting the loyalist party 
to go to the utmost length in resisting 
the efforts of the home rule advocates. 
resolutions also commended the Loyalists in 
land to the full and deserved sympathy of all 
testants throughout the British Empire. 
The Rapanbiage was imbued witb a feeline that 
had not for a long time manifested itself in any 
pay eliet demonstration. The speakers were 
bold and actually defiant in declaring their views 
on the pending political situation, and more 
than one of them boasted with a degree of earn- 
estness that called forth repeatea cheers, that 
the Loyalist party in Ireland was ready to meet 
whatever issue might be presented. “The U!- 
ster Orangemen are ready to come tothe front,”’ 
one of the speakers said, “‘and when their serv- 
ices are wanted 60,000 men can readily be put 
into the field for active service in defense of 

. the cause of loyalty to the Goverument.”

Gladstone, of whom i have a very high opinion, 
‘proposes to give lrelund an untrammeled local 
Parliament. If such is the case, I think the

Of course, I do not know 
what Mr. Parnell will do, but it seems to me 
that he can well afiord to accept the propo- 
sition, inasmuch as it appears to offer him 
a that he and his followers have asked.

The 
troops at Pirot are suffering severeiy from the 
intense cuvld,and 30 soldiers on an average are 
reported frozen daily.

EX-PRESIDENT GOFF WANTED. 





THE EXTRADITION OF AN ABSCONDING OF- 
FICER SOUGHT BY CANADIANS. 

MonTREAL, Dec. 18.—The creditors of the 
Canada Agricultural Insurance Company, hear- 
ing that E. H. Goff, the absconding ex-Presi- 
dent of the company, was nowin New-York, 
where he had opened luxuriously appointed 
Offices and was in flourishing circumstances, 
resolved to make an effort to recover a-portion 
ofthe money they claim he owes them, and 
have dispatched lawyers to New-York for the 
purpose of effecting his extradition. 

In 1878 the Assignees of the company began 
criminal proceedings against Goff, and the 
Grand Jury returned true bills against him for 
various offenses, but he fled fromthe country 
and has remained out of it ever since, resid- 
ing in various parts of the United States. 
According to the records of the Criminal Court, 
there are at present eight true bills against him, 
namely, for forgery, for uttering forged in- 
struments—both of which are extraditable of- 
fenses—for making false returns, for libel, and 
for appropriating property of the company. 

It is hinted that his former associates, who are 
also his business rivals, learned something of the 
circumstances under which he lett Montreal 
and sentan agent here to persuade some of the 
shareholders of the Canada Agricultural In- 
surance Company to try to have him 
extradited. This is the view of the 
case taken by J. N. Greenshields, who 
has been retained by Goff, and who will prob- 
ably proceed to New-York to-night in con- 
nection with tre/case. A. W. Atwater, who 
is attorney for the Assignees, says that 
Goff ran away owing from $50,000 to 
$100,000. Another gentieman said that the 
charge of forgery against Goff was based on 
the fact that he forged the minutes of the 
Directors’ meeting giving him authority to bor- 
row money to the extent of $75,000. He also, it 
is alleged, failed to account for over $60,000 in 
cash and another $60,000 in calls on shareholders, 
The stock in his own name was not paid for, and 
altogether it issaid he was short over $300,000. 
Itis asserted, however, that all this money was 
lost in speculation here, and that he took none 
of it away with him.

A MURDERER SENTENCED. 
To.Epo, Ohio, Dec. 18.—Arthur J. Gro- 
* ver, who has been on trialinthe Wood County 
Common Pleas Court at Bowling Green, charged 
with the murder of Granville G. Loomis, was to- 
day found guilty of murder in the first degree, 
and sentenced to be hanged Friday, April 9, 1886. 
The pranne received the sentence without 
flinching and exbibited remarkable coolness. 
On the Ist of May last the partially decomposed 
body of a man wasfound ina fieid near Stony 
Ridge, Wood County. It was identified as that 
ot Loomis. Evidence soon accumulated which 
proved that Loomis and Grover had started for 
the West together, riding on a buckboard wag- 
on. Grover’s whereabout weres fora long time 
in doubt, but ne was finally traced to Wisconsin 
and arrested. He told conflicting stories, which, 
coupled with the fact that some of Loomis’s 
property was found in his possession, made a 
strong case against him, and he was held to 
trial, which culminated to-day in the death sen- 
tence.

BLACKMAILING A PRINCE

.4AN ATTEMPT TO EXTORT MONEY’ 
FROM ALBERT EDWARD. 
_ARREST OF A YOUNG MAN AND WOMAN FOR 4 
THREATENING THE PRINCE OF WALES'S 

LIFE IF £750 WAS NOT PAID. 


Lonpon, Dec. 18.—London has had a 
genuine sensation to-day. Early this morning a 
young man and his wife, John and Sarah Magee, 
were arrested at Kennington onthe charge of 
having attempted to procure money from* the 
Prince of Wales by writing threatening letters. 
They were taken into court and formal charges 
preferred against them, and they were then re- 
manded to await examination. It appears that 
the prisoners had written two letters, but as 
these were not read in court to-day it is impos- 
sible to give their exact language or to state 
except in gencral terms what they contained. 
it is known, however, that the letters made a 
demand for £750 and intimated in unmistakable 
terms that unless this amount was forthcoming 
the Prince’s life would be in jeopardy. 

The Prince, it is said, paid only passing atten- 
tion to the first letter, but when the second 
came, reiterating the demand for money and the 
threats of violence, he turned both ietters over 
to the police and left them to do whatever they 
thought best. The police at once quietly set 
about planning the capture of the blackmailers. 
They sent a message, as though coming from 
the Prince of Wales, to the address given in the 
letters, directing the author or authors of 
the letter to appear at a specified time and 
place. The assurance was given that some- 
body would meet them at the ap- 
pointed hour prepared to hand over 
& package containing the money they bad de- 
manded. The Magees fellintothe trap, and ap- 
peared at the spot designated this morning and 
were presented with a package of farthings. As 
they sturted to leave with their supposed treas- 
ure the police threw off their disguise and arrest- 
ed them. The woman, the police say, made a 
voluntary confession of the whole plot. She, 
however, has since declared that she was forced 
by the police against her will to confess some- 
thing. Itisthought that she fears the confes- 
sion made by ber in the first moments of con- 
sternation after her arrest may be bad for her on 
the trial, and that she is therefore trying to 
weaken its effect by asserting that it was forced 
trom her. 

A representative of tbe press called upon an 
equerry of the Prince of Wales this afternoon to 
learn any facts obtainable about the affair. The 
equerry knew something of the contents of the 
letters. These, he declared, represented that 
Magee was an emissary of a secret society, and 
that he had been ordered to kill the Prince of 
Wales. But,the letters further intimated, Ma- 
gee did not wish to obey this mandate, There 
was no help for it, however, unless he could get 
money enough to go to America. He wanted 
£750. If thisamount reached him he would at 
once bid a lasting good-bye to secret societies 
and conspiracies and start across the Atlantic. 
Nothing further can be learned to-night. It is 
believed that disclosures of an important nature 
may be made when the case comes before the 
court for investigation.

A NEW ORGANIZATION STARTED BY KINGS 
COUNTY REPUBLICANS. 

A large number of Kings County Re- 
publicans answered the call of the Committee 
of One Hundred fora meeting at Dieter’s sup- 
per rooms, on Fulton-street, Brooklyn, iast 
evening. Inthe absence of President Franklin 
Woodruff, Jesss Johnson presided. Facing him 
were Gen. B. F. Tracy, Demas Strong, H. 8.

Chairman Johnson stated that the object of the 
meeting was to organize an association, num- 
bering about 1,000.members, to be known as the 
Brooklyn Republican League. John Winslow, 
the Chairman of a committee appointed to effect 
a permanent organization, then read a proposed 
constitution and series of by-laws, and offered a 
motion to adopt the following declaration of 
principles: 

The Brooklyn Republican League is incorporated 
and organized for political, economic, and patriotic 
purposes. To promote such purposes the League wili 
sustuin the following declarations of principles: 

terst—The Kepublican Party was born in the spirit 
and atmosphere of reform, and in all its history has 
proved itself to be worthy of the confidence of all 
lovers of liverty and of good and efficient govern- 
ment. 

second—The Republican Party is, in the judgment 
of the league, the best reliance known to the Ameri- 
can people to secure good and efficient government in 
national, State, and municipa! affaira. 

thiri—The league trusts the Republican Party, and 
believing in its cnpacity and purpose to continu@ its 
useful and patriotic cureer, the members of the league 
pledge themselves to co-operate with it in allits efforts 
to increase its strength. maintain its dignity, and pro- 
mote the welfare of ali the people. 

Fourth—In supporting the Republican Party the 
league does ‘not propose to interfere with its regular 
action or its nominations for public office, but, on the 
contrary, to co-operate with and help it in all hon- 
orable ways to secure the best attainable results 
through political action. 

Fifth—While the league will not seek to restrict or 
impair the liberty of choice by its members as to par- 
ticular cundidates for political office, but belleves cdis- 
crimination in this respect the duty and inherent right 
of every American citizen, it will not as an organiza- 
tion repudiate, disparage, or refuse to support nomi- 
nations regularly made by the Republican Party. 

Siath—The league believes that the ,best attainable 
results in municipal government can be secured by 
calling to public trusts trustworthy men who will bold 
the public interest paramount to all other considera- 
tions.

BURGLAR BEATTIE’S BOGUS BURIAL, 

CuicaGco, Dec. 18.—What was represent- 
ed to be the body of ** Larry”? Beattie, an expert 
burglar well known to the police here, was 
brought to this citya few weeks ago, appa- 
rently mourned over by Beattie’s friends, and 
buried. Tbe police here wanted Beattie on sev- 
eral charges of burgiary, and in some way be- 
came suspicious about his alleged death. An 
oticer was sent down to tbe Chester Peniten- 
tiary, in Southern Illinois, and there found 
Beattie eating three meals a day anc serving a 
term for burglary in East St. Louis. The idea 
of a mock funeral originated with Beattie’s 
friends, the object being to restore him to the 
waiks of his profession unmolested by the po- 
lice when he was released from the peniten- 
tiary.

OHIO’S ELECTION FRAUDS. 


JUDGE JOHNSON’S VIGOROUS OPINION. OF 
VICIOUS POLITICAL METHODS, 


CotumsEvs, Dec. 18.—Judge Johnson, who 
dissented from the opinion of a Democratic ma- 
jority of the Supreme Court, gave his opinion 
to-day to the public. For vigorous English, 
good law, and citation of precedents it has never 
been excelled from the bench, at least in this 
part of the country. 

He says: *“*The theory that where returns 
bear the impress of being false, forged, and 
fraudulent, when the Canvassing Board knows 
they are stained with crime, and that the courts 
have no restraining power, is monstrous; it 


subverts the direct right of the citizen by de- 
stroying all the powers of an honest vote and 
gives the clerk absolute control. It is a 
fundamental hie ‘that every citizen 
and every public officer, however high in 
genes. is amenable to judicial control. 

t was but a few years since that tne Governor 
of this great State was arrested by the Sheriff of 
an adjoining county and compelled to stand at 
the bar of the court and plead as a common 
criminal. He did not claim, nor could he claim, 
exemption from obedience to the mandates of 
the court. Less than five years ago this court 
issued its alternative writ of mandamus against 
the Governor of Ohio and the Secretary of 
State, acting asa Returning Board, command- 
ing them to make the canvass for acertain 
office in a particular way or show cause 
why a peremptory mandamus should not issue. 
Néither the Governor, the Secretary of State, 
nor the Attorney-General, who represepted 
them in court, presumed to claim that these 
high officers were exempt from the control of 
this court because they were members 
of the Canvassing Board. It has been 
reserved for these modern times to 
establish as a rule that there is one man, 
in Hamilton County, who is above all 
law and allcontrol, who can count in or count 
out at his imperial will and grant certificates of 
election, and the courts are powerless to direct 
him. There is no remedy at Jaw for a candidate 
who is deprived of his certificate of election. 
His right to this certificate, if he be legally 
elected, is clear. A contest isto try the title to 
the office. Mundamus is the remedy to deter- 
mine the title to the certificate.” 

After giving about 50 citations he continues: 
“Citations without number to the same effect 
might be made, but I deem it unnecessary. 
These already cited are so conclusive and un- 
answerable that no attémpt has been made to 
explain them. It was wise that no such attempt 
has been made. These authorities clearly estab- 
lished the proposition that the Circuit Court 
should have overruled the several motions to 
quash and the demurrer to the amended peti- 
tion on the ground that it had jurisdio- 
tion and power to control the Canvassing 
Board, and direct it as to what returns to can- 
vass where upon their face it appeared there 
was fraud and forgery, or that they were not in 
due and regular forms. This court has been un- 
able to agree upon this question, being equally 
divided, (McIlvaine absent,) hence the court pro- 
ceeded to consider the several specitic allega- 
tions in the petition relating to a large number 
of voting precincts. As to these the majority 
bas reversed the court below upon each and evy- 
ery point on the ground that the Canvass- 
ing Aoard could not be controlled by the 
court, although, as they admit that there is, 
upon the face of the returns, or upon one of 
thein at least, that of Precinct A, Fourth Ward, 
“strong suspicions of fraud,’ still they say the 
board could not be controlled in canvassing. 
These frauds in Fourth Ward; <A, are apparent 
from an inspection of the face of the 
returns. They not only furnish a ‘strong 
suspicion of fraud and_ *forgery,’ but 
demonstrate beyond all cavil or controversy 
that it was false, fraudulent, and forged. With 
all due respect, it seems to me that a bare in- 
spection of the returns will convince any man, 
be he lawyer or layman, that this return was 
conceived in fraud, born in iniquity, and nur- 
tured to cheat the honest voters of Hamilton 
County by a majority of the Canvassing Board, 
which thereby made itself a co-conspirator in 
consummating the crime.” 

The Judge analyzes the returns in the Fourth 
and Seventh Wards, and gives a fac simile ot the 
726, with the figure VU on topof the7to make 
it 9,and concludes as follows: “I think the 
Court erred in not rejecting the entire returns as 
fraudulent upon its face. But having decided 
to distribute this excess, no error occurred to 
the prejudice of plaintiff in error, or those 
he represented, the Democrutic candidates 
for the severai offices. In conclusion, 
my regret at this decision is deeper 
than can be expressed in words. It is 
an apparentif nota real sanction of fraud of 
the most atrocious character, crimes that if con- 
tinued will utterly sap and destroy our repre- 
sentative system of government. It 1s no com- 
fort to say that a contest by the Senate of Ohio 
furnishes an adequate remedy, especially since 
by counting these frauds the party benefited 
thereby gets the control of the body which is to 
sit in judgment on the contest. They 
obtain their certificates by means of 
fraud and: forgery; this entitles them 
to become members of the contesting 
body; this entitles them to sit.and vote in their 
own cases or the cases of each other, and it 
would be a miracie if they or those who affiliate 
with them politically should surrender contro! 
of the Senate by ousting themselves, however 
strong the case may be for the contestants. 
Such a thing is unheard of ina contest by a po- 
litical body when a successful contest would 
surrender the control of tbat body to its polit- 
ical opponents.”

KILLED BY HER LOVER. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 18.—A tragedy 
occurred at McKenzie last night. the victim be- 
ing Miss Jessie Clark, a beautiful and accom- 
plished young woman, 16 years old,and the 
daughter of Thomas M. Clark. Edward;McGhee, 
aged 17 years, a student of McTyeire Institute, 


whose father, J. G. McGhee, resides at Con- 
cordia, Miss., had called on the young woman, 
when, according to the young man’s statement, 
Miss Jessie piayfully took a pistol trom his 
pocket, extracted the cartridges, then pointed 
the weapon at McGhee’s breast, saying as she 
did so thatshe would show bim how young ladies 
sometimes killed their recreant lovers. McGhee 
says that he stooped down to regulate the fire, 
and Miss Clark laid the pistol on the mantel. 
When he arose he took the pistol and told her he 
would show her how young men in Mississippi 
killed their sweethearts when false to them, 
at the same time telling her to turn her head, as 
he did not want to shoot her in the face. She 
turned and the report of the pistol rang out, 
and the young lady fell forward on her facea 
corpse. Her father heard the sbot and rushed 
into the parlor, when McGhee told him Miss 
Jessie had shot herself. Ina few minutes, how- 
ever, he admitted that he had done the shoot- 
ing as detailed above. A jury of inquest was 
impaneled, but, owing to the absence of wit- 
nesses, adjourned until this morning, when it 
had another sone: but failed to agree and 
was discharged. lt is understood that five of 
the jury exonerated McGhee and that two re- 
fused to enter avy verdict, except that the 
young woman was killed by a pistol in the hands 
of McGhee, Her father says that the shooting 
was intentional, and a preliminary trial before a 
magistrate will be had. 

McGhee is held in $1,000 bond to await the ac- 
tion of the Grand Jury, which is investigating 
the matter. His trial will begin upon the ar- 
rival of his father.

LILLIAN RUSSELL A DEFENDANT. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 18.—C. D. Hess, the oper- 
atic manager, bas begun asuit against Lillian 
Russell and her husband, Edward Solomon, to 
recover $25,000 for alleged libel. Mr. Hess claims 
that after his failure last Fall Solomon and his 


wife sent a dispateh und afterward caused arti- 
cles to be publisbed inthe New-York Mirror and 
St. Louis Chronicle, saying that Hess’s company 
had been broken up because of attachments 
against Hess, issued at various towns along the 
road on old debts, and that the receipts of 
the company were used up in settling the at- 
tachments. Hess says that his troubles arose 
front the fact that Solomon refused to allow bis 
wife to play in certain light operas in which she 
had contracted to appear, restricting her to 
operas which he himself had composed. The 
operas were ‘* Polly,” “*Claude Duval,” and 
**Billee Taylor.”” They did not draw, and the 
Hess Operatic Company, as a consequence, had 
to be disbanded. Mr. Hess also denies that 
there were ever attachments issued against him 
on old debts during his management. 


FINED TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS. 
MontrREAL, Dec. 18.—The Government 
has imposed a fine of $10,000 on J. C. Ayer & Co., 
of Lowell, Mass., a large consignment of whose 


patent medicines was recently seized by the 
customs authorities here on a charge cf under- 
valuation, and if the fine is not puid at once all 
the goods under seizure here, as well as in Lon- 
don, Toronto, and other places, will be sold by 
the Queen’s auctioneer. Messrs. Ayer were in 
the habit of sending the ingredients separate for 
the consignees to mix them themselves and en- 
tering the same at the customs as raw material, 
but the Government insisted on the full duty for 
the manufactured article.

A COAL MINE DISASTER 


wee SA 
‘EIGHTEEN * LIVES SUPPOSED « TO 
HAVE BEEN LOST, 
THE ROOF OF A PORTION OF THE MINE 
CAVES IN, ALLOWING WATER FROM A 
POND TO FLOOD THE WORKINGS. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Dec. 18.—A mine 
disaster which will in all probability result in 
the death of 18 men occurred at Slope 1 of 
the Susquehanna Coal Company, at Nanti- 
coake, this morning. On the surface 
to the west, directly over the old 
workings of a portion of the mine, 
is a great bank of refuse coal piled up 100 feet. 
Behind this big bank of culm was gathered a 
pond of water. This morning, in. starting, the 
roof over this abandoned portion caved in, 
allowing the water in the pond to rush into 
the workings of the mine where the men 
were at work. The loud, rumbling noise of the 
water at once told the men of their danger, and 
all made a rush for the main passageway 
which leads to the mouth of the shaft. 
Here they would be hoisted in cars 
to the surface. The men had to travel 
about 1,000 feet before reaching a place of safe- 
ty in the slope, and in the meanwhile the water 
continued to pour into that portion where they 
were at work. Some of the men made 
their escape all right, but in 20 min- 
utes’ time the water and the quicksand 
which accompanied it, blocked up the passage- 
way to the mouth of the slope, and all means of 
escape in that direction were cut off. ‘the men. 
then turned in the direction of the air shaft, lead- 
ing in another direction. It was a race for life. 
The water was gaining rapidly on them, and by 
the time the fleetest of them reached the bottom 
of the air shaft the water was almost up to their 
necks. They were rescued by the aid of ropes 
let down the air shaft. Many of:them were ex- 
hausted when brought up. 

While all this was going on 18:°men, who were 
in another part of the mine turther away from 
the opening, were unable to reach-the gangway 
leading to the air shaft in time. The 
water was upon them. and in 10 min- 
utes more tne sand ana.-débris cut. off 
their last hope of escape. Nearing the way 
to the air shaft they were completely nemmed 
in, and the only thing to be done was to reach 
as high ground as possible and postpone death 
as long as possible. In the meantime the water 
had ceased to flow into the mine, and 
rescuing parties were set to work to save 
the imprisoned miners. They must dig through 
40 feet of quicksand to reach them, and this 
may require 12 hours yet. It is now believed 
that the men are all suffocated, as it seems al- 
most impossible for them to get air. Great ex- -[ 
citement prevails. Five of the men*:are mar-. 
ried, the rest single.’ f 

The names of the entombed men, as far as can 
be learned, are Olyer, Frank, and William Kiv- 
ler, brothers; William Clifford, William Dora- 
hue, William Elke, Isaac Sharps, Daniel Lourey, 
Jobo Shutt, John Hawks, John Labar, August 
Vitual, Edward Hargraves, John Shinsky, 
Abram Lewis, and Edward Matthias. 

Information received here at 11:30 from Nan- 
ticoke gives more cheering news. The water 
bas subsided, and a large force of 
men are at work removing the vick- 
sand that blocks the grangways. here 
are strong hopes of reaching the men by morn- 
ing in time to save their lives. The damage to 
the mine will be extensive, and it will be some 
weeks before work will be resumed in No. 1 Slope. 

iwo-thirty A. M.—An extra shift of men 
went to work at 12M. The men are wotk- 
ing hard. It bas been found that the 
quicksand which blocks the passageway 
is hard to remove, it being very 
compact. The worst fears nowjare that the men 
will be found suffocated. Opinions differ as to 
the thickness of the sand and débris 
which obstructs the passageway. If it 
is very thick and heavy it may be a week before 
the men are reached. The mine is surrounded 
with excited people at this hour. 





TAXING OF NATIONAL BANKS. 

NEW-BEDFORD, Mass., Dec. 18.—A new 
legal question of some importances coming up 
in some of the Massachusetts cities with respect 
to the taxing of national banks. The United 
States banking law says the national banks shall 
not be taxed at a larger rate, by State and mu- 
nicipal authority, than other moneved:capital. 
In Massachusetts the shares of capital stock of 
national banks are taxed by an exceptional 


method. The city or town Assessors lay the 
taxes, which are collected by city and town col- 
lectors; the portion Jaid on shares owned by 
citizens of the town where the bank is located 
belongs to the town Treasury, and the re- 
mainder is sent by the town Treasurer 
to the State Treasurer, to be by 
him distributed to towns where other stock- 
holders reside. Deposits In savings barks are 
not subject to municipal taxation, but are 
taxed directly by the State at thesrate of % per 
cent. National bank shares are taxed in most of 
the towns at about triple that rate. The E‘oston 
and New-Bedford banks have decided to‘ plead 
the United States law, and in this city the taxes 
were paid last October under protest. Now the 
State Treasurer calis for the portion due him as 
a distributing agent,ang@the city declines to 
hand it over, Understandmhg that it the money 
goes to the State Treasury itis distributed all 
Over the State, and if the assessment of the 
taxes is decided by the courts to be illegal the 
city will have to refund it to the banks and will 
never be able to get it back from the numercius 
towns and cities that have received it. However 
it results there is enough involved to give the 
lawyers a good fee.

KILLED IN A ROW. 

Orrawa, Dec. 18.—A murderous ;affray, 
arising out of the illicit sale of liquor ina coune- 
ty where a prohibitory law is in force, is report-- 
ed from Renfrew, a small town on the Canadian 
Pacitic Railway, 75 miles from here, last night. 
Three young men, one of whom was named 
Conway and two Mulvahill, went into a place 
where whisky was sold clandestinely, and after 
they had spent all their money and had become 
intoxicated they were ordered to leave the prem-- 
ises, but they refused to go. The result was that 
a gang of ruffians suddenl¥ appeared pn the 
scene armed with clubs and attacked the young” 
men viciously. The latter fought desperately, 
and during the mélée each of them was stab bed in 
several places, and owing to loss of blood they 
all fellexbausted on the floor. The noise at-» 
tracted a crowd, and pools of blood being dis- 
covered a doctor was calledin, He found the- 
victims all stretched out at full length, side b 
side, on the floor, and very weak. Conway die 
ina few hours, and the two Muivahills are still 
in a precarious state. An inquest will be held, 
and several arrests have been made. Aun effort 
has been made to discover who used the knife, 
but thus far the criminal has not been found, 
There is great excitement in the town,.and the 
people are so incensed at the man who sold the 
liquor, and who, it is said, has been selling it 
illegally ever since the prohibitory act wags 
passed, thut threats to lynch him were freely 
made. The house was searched and .liquor was 
tound.

MANAGEMENT OF YALE. 


—_- ~~ 
' THE} ALUMNI DISCUSSING THE PRESIDENCY: 
AND THE CURRICULUM. 
The>policy and management of Yale 
College*formed the chief matter for discussion 
at an unusually large meeting of the 
Yale Alumni Association, of this city, 
at the University Club Theatre, last even- 
ing. Secondary in importance was the ques- 
tion of the Yale Presidential succession. 
Chauncey M. Depew presided, and, in a brief 
address, said in effect that the questions of vital 
interest to the future of the college were the 
questions of election and religion: Should the 
student be aliowed to choose his own studies by 
the elective methods of other colleges. and 


should the colleg® be dominated hy one Chris- 
tian body? For his own part, he had certain 
fixed views of a conservative character, which 
were, however, subject to the views of persons 
in closer contact with the college work than he. 
He believed that the college had kept abreast,of 
the best thought and intellectual development 
of the time. He was of opinion that the'college 
should be governed by those who knew most 
about it. 

Ex-Gov. D. H. Chamberlain said that the elec- 
tion of a President to succeed President Porter 
must be by the Yale corporation, which is 
fixed by law.: It was not within the power 
of the Alumni to change the corporation, 
which consisted of 11 Congregational cler- 
gymen of the State of Connecticut, 6 
Alumnl, and 2 State officers of Connecticut. 
The selection of a President was limited to 
the choice of 11 clergymen, and the person 
chosen would be a citizen of Connecticut. That 
being the limit there could be no discussion, ex- 
cept as to the fitness of the individual. Of the 
general policy of the college, however, much 
might be said. His own views were conserva- 
tive. He had never known a youth of 
from 16 to 19 years who was qualified 
to say what studies would 
him for any occupation in 
object of the — was not to fita young man 
for any particular line in life, but to develop all 
his faculties so that when he left college he 
might be ina condition to choose for himself. 
The college was a growth, not a manufactured 
product. It was not wise to change the course 
ot growth when the result was_ satis- 
factory. Mr. Chamberlain did not think 
that Yale stood below Harvard. In the judg- 
ment of the people the standard of scholarship 
at Yale was superior to that of any college in 
the country. The Alumni were at fault when 
they thought that by reason of their knowledge 
of the world they were better able to judge of 
what the work of the college should be than the 
men more directly interested in the details 
of its. management. It was better that the 
college should be under the control of the 
clergymen, because the Alumni could not give 
the time necessary to its proper government. 
The financial part of the management was less 
important than the management of the curricu- 
lum, and what better body ot men than the 
11 clergymen could be found to look after 
the details? Let well enough alone was a good 
thing to consider in this case. The clergymen had 
been doing a great work since 1701. They had 
exalted the intellectual jstandard of the coun- 
try, and had built up a great college. In all 
that time they had not wasted or lost a dollar of 
the college funds. The selection of a President 
could be very safely left to these men; the line 
of policy of the college could be left to them, 
and Yale would continue to be, what it has been, 
the strongest, most democratic, and ablest col- 
lege in the country. 

The Rev. A. H. Clapp, a Congregational clergy- 
man from Massachussetts, said that he had no 
great animosity to Yale as a religious institu- 
tion; in fact, when he was there he didn’t find 
any too much religion. He contended that Yale 
bad not made narrow-minded men, but broad, 
liberal men. He would not vote to change the 
line of policy. He hoped that Yale would al- 
ways be a’ religious college—religious, not sec- 
tarian. It always would be a liberai college. 

Dwight Collier argued in favor of changing 
the college into a university, as it was really a 
university now, and was working with too mod- 
est a name. Judge Staniey Woodward, 
of Wilkesbarre, Penn., said that Yale men 
in Pennsylvania had not yet learned 
that Yale was in troubleor danger. He thought 
that she stood pretty steady on her feet. Albert 
Matthews also made a few remarks. A com- 
mittee, consisting of Mason Young, Ciass of ’60; 
D. B. St. John Roosa, °68; H. W. Taft, ’80: A. 
H. Clapp, °42, and 8. Bb. Cnittendon, °65, was ap- 
pointed to nominate s-President of the associa- 
tion for the coming year. 
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MURDERERS AGAIN RESPITED. 

18.—The act of: the 
Governor in again respiting the murderers of 
Murphy, after the State Board of Pardons has 
twice refused to interfere,},has excited a great 
deal of feeling 1n this city. The Picayune, Item, 
and German Gazette denounce the Executive in 
unsparing terms as the weak tool of an oitice- 
holding ring of criminals. State Treasurer 
Burke’s Tiynes-Democrat gives the Gov- 


ernor cold support. The French Bee 
and Daily States, the Tax Collector's two 
organs, are dumb, while the Chronicle, 
which does the city printing, solitary and alone 
stands up and applaudsthe Executive. Don A. 
Pardee, United States Circuit Judge. who wrote 
asharp letter to the Governor in favorof a 
respite, is being overhauled by the local Bench 
and Bar and criticised keenly, not only for his 
implied ignorance of Louisiana criminal pro- 
cedure, butas a Federal magistrate, meddling 
with the procedure of the State courts. There 
is talk of communicating with President Cleve- 
land on the subject. Federa) Judges here have 
broken on this rock before. An interesting in- 
cident. of the Governor’s action is that as soon as 
he had issued his order of respite he sent a 
runner out to the penitentiary to notify the 
Convict Judge, Thomas Ford, that he had again 
extended the existence of his brother and cousin. 
It is said of the list of merchants, bankers, &c., 
who signed the memorial on which the Gov- 
-ernor based his action that with the exception 
of ahandful of persons who are opposed to 
capital punishment as a sentiment, all the dis- 
tinguished signers are indirectly connected with 
the ring by business or family relation. 





SUING A ST. LOUIS NEWSPAPER. 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 18.~A fifty-thousand- 
“dollar libel suit of Mary B. and Cyrus. Edwards 
against the publishers of the Republican was cn 
Judge Dillon’s trial docket to-day. The plaint- 
iff, Mrs. Edwards, is a sister of Oliver H. Bate- 
man, who was executed for the murder of the 
McLaughlin children at Flag Springs, Drew 
County.

MOTHER AND BROTHER. 


’ Detroit, Deo. 18.—Officers are diligently; 
at work endeavoring to unravel the mystery! 
surrourding the;jmurderiofgfrank Knoch and his 
family and the burning of their bodies on 
Wednesday night... Last night they paid a visit 
to the farmhouse of the parents of the dead 
young market gardener} and subjected his rela- 
tives to a rigid examination. Their stolid and 
unconcerned demeanor at the funeral of the 
son and brother have aroused suspicions. The 
mother would say nothing except that she wag 
not guilty of any crime, and this she kept 
protesting. Beyond this she maintained a stub« 
born and moody silence. A brother, aged 29, 
proved more communicative. He said he was at 
home on the night of the fire, and first heard of 
it at 2 o’clock in the morning, when he was 
awakened by two men calling to him from the 
street under his window. He got up and dressed, 
went down stairs, and woke his mother and 
told her Frank’s house was burning with all in- 
side. She got up, asked a few questions, and 
went back to bed again. Without waking any 
one else in the house he went overto Frank’s 
house, a mile and a ‘half away by the 
roads. He produced two 22-calibre revolv- 


ers belonging to himself, one a smalk 
** Danger” pistol and “the other a 
“Nero.” He admitted baving a third pistol 
after a good deal of questioning, but could not 
findit. He also said he and his brother Fran 

had little to do with each other. They did no 
agree, but had no open quarrel. The testimony 
of this brother, Gustavus, was given with con< 
siderable reluctance and very deliberately. His 
actions and those of-his mother were so sus- 
picious that the officers finally gave orders to- 
dag to have them taken into custody pending 
the developments of the inquest, which is now 
proceeding. The mother was found, but Gus 
had meantime ieft for this city and is yet at 
large. : 

During the interview last night the officers 
told the mother that Frank’s property would all; 
go to his dead wife’s relatives, his children being; 
dead, whereupon the old woman produced a’ 
note for $2,800 purporting to be given to her by! 
Frank for borrowed money. The ofiicers, after: 
examining it carefully, express the confident 
belief that the note isa forgery. Every effort is 
being made to get at the bottom of the four 
murders, 

The latest developments in the Knoch murder 
case raise the suspicion that the murder may 
have been committed and the bouse fired by # 
half-witted brother of Frank, who lived athome 
with his mother. The inquest is still in prog- 
ress, with this new clue to the dreadful deed: 
being followed up.

THREE THOUSAND MEN IDLE, 


“THE SINGER. SEWING MACHINE WORKS 
CLOSED—TROUBLE OVER A TAX LEVY. 
The Singer Sewing Machine Works, at 
Elizabethport, N. J., were closed for an in- 
definite period yesterday by telegraphic orders 
from the New-York office. The immediate cause 
of the shut-down was a levy for the 
taxes of 1885 by the authorities of Elizabeth. 
Trouble has been brewing for many months, 


and was precipitated yesterday when Controller 
Carlton and City Treasurer Whelan, of Eliza- 
beth, went to the factories of the company anid 
made a levy for $20,000, claamed to be due on the 
last assessment for taxes. The Controller select- 
ed for his levy two locomotives used in the 
Singer Company’s yards, stating that he did not 
wish to cause any unnecessary inconvenience. 
The information of the levy was wirea to 
the New-York office of the company, where it 
was received at roon, and the order to close the 
works was sent out during the afternoon. 

‘The result is that 3,000 men are thrown out of 
employment. Itis claimed that the citizens of 
Elizabeth who are.not employes of the Singer 
Company severely condemn the action of the 
company in directing work to be suspended and 
declare their purpose te sustain the authorities. 
A public meeting of the employes bas been 
called for to-night. 

Mr. W. F. Proctor, Vice-President of the Singer 
Sewing Machine Company, stated last night that 
the Singer Company, when Elizabeth was in 
trouble, advanced $3U0.000 on a call loan, and 
then individual members of the firm advanced 
a similar sum. Besides, the Singer Company 
bought many Elizabeth bonds, so that the city 
owes the company in ail something like 
$1,500,000. The demands of the company for 
payment of the call loans and interest have been 
ignored, and the city, Mr. Proctor alleges, virtu- 
ally tried tu repudiate her bonds. 

** Why, in order to establish their validity,’ 
said he, ““ we had to go into court, and even 
after we obtained a decision we were offered 
only 50 cents on the dollar, and {they didn’t offer 
even thatin cash. They tendered new bonds for 
balf the valne of the old ones. Worse than that, 
the Legislature has gone on helping them 
with all sorts of acts. They appoint 
Commissioners who assess us for taxes 
to keep up the town and “refuse to 
assess the town to pay us our interest. Ther 
also refused our offer to pay our taxes by allow- 
ing the municipality credit in its debt to us. 
That is the situation, and I guess we can stand it 
just as long as they can.” ‘ 

Last night orders were issued td’run the shops 
of the company in Scotland on double time iu 
order that the business of the company may not 
be interrupted.

4 BIG MAJORITY FOR THE MOR- 
RISON RULES. 

{HE HOUSE VOTES, 226 To 70, TO DIs- 
TRIBUTE THE APPROPRIATION BILLS— 
THE FIGHT AGAINST SILVER. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Randall, the pro- 
tector. and Holman, the objector, were to-day 
invited to ftake back seats in the Democratic 
councils in the House. After much preaching 
against the danger of ruinous extravagence as 
the sure result of a separation of the appropria- 
tion bills, and aftera great deal of mysterious 
talk about powerful combinations made to 
a@efegt Mr. Morrison, Mr. Randall’s canvass 
turns out very much as his canvass for Speaker 

did in 1938. His strength to-day, as it was two 

years ago, proved to be mainly wind. It has 

been evident that an absolute lack of confidence 





in his ability to acquit himself creditably in | 


maintaining an affirmative position has had 
much to do with his waning popularity. Pos- 
sibly, at the close of the session, perhaps as soon 
as the appropriation bills are all in, greater re- 
pect may be felt for him. He may turn out to 
be a true prophet, and to point triumphantly to 
inflated bills as the consequence of the action of 
the House to-day. 

The discussion to-day preceding the test vote 
was enlivened by a few disputes between 
Republicans about the accuracy of Mr. His- 
cock’s assertion, made a day or twoago., that he, 
as Chairman of the Appropriations Committee, 
had held back appropriation bills in order to 
force legislation. Mr. Cannon contended that 
it was an erroneous statement, but Mr. Hiscock 
held bis ground and was supported by Mr. 


Ryan, of Kansas, who was introduced as having 
been an able assistant in the work. Mr. His- 
cock had made the point thatethe committee 
could and did exercise great power. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, of Ohio, stirred up the House witha 
Bpeech for Mr. Randall, although he declared 
that it was not so much for Mr. Randall as it 
was to keep up the barriers. The House would 
not listen to the propositions of several of Mr. 
Morrison’s opponents to get a vote on the Hol- 
man amendment first. 

Mr. Randall, who evidently proposed to have 
the subject disposed of, admitted that he de- 
sired a test vote. He got it on the question as 
to whether the new rule distributing the bills 
should be adopted, the negative votes express- 
ing the desire of those who cast them to retain 
the present rule keeping al! but three appropri- 
ation bills in the Appropriations Committee. 
All but 29 members of the House were present 
and voting. Mr. Randall was beaten by a 
vote of 226 to 70. Of the 70 votes cast, 
With those of Mr. Randall and Mr. Holman, 
s2 were Democratic and 28 Repubiican. The 
Morrison vote included 126 Democrats 
and 100 Republicans; and now Mr. Randall’s op- 
ponents are saying that they do not wonder, 
after an analysis of the vote, that Mr. Randall 
did not care to be a candidate for Speaker. 
About a dozen members, who were also mem- 
bers of the last Congress and who supported Mr. 
Randall then for Speaker, voted with him to- 
day. Therest of his Democratic support was 
principally new men, although Messrs. Ham- 
mond, Burns, Herbert, and other warm friends 
of the Speaker voted with Mr. Randall. Messrs. 
Merriman and Pindar, of New-York, voted with 
Mr. Randali against distributing, but Mr. J. J. 
Adams, who was onceastronger Randall man 
than he is now, voted with Messrs. Beach, Bel- 
mont, Bliss, Hewitt, and Stahinecker against 
Mr. Randall. 

A proposition by Mr. Herbert that committees 
be allowed under the rules to reportat any time, 
and another from Mr. Cobb that the Public 
Lands Committee may report land grant for- 
feiture bills at any time, were adopted. Mr. 
Holman failed, by a vote of 69 to 250, to secure 
an amendment to prevent legislation looking to 
& reduction in the force of employes. Mr. Adams, 
of llinois, succeeded in obtaining an amendment 
providing that there shall be no appropriations 
in appropriation bilis except those authorized 
by law, and then the amended rules were passea.

Recognizing that the makeup of the House 
Committee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures 
will have a decided effect upon the fate of any 


proposed legislation regarding the silver dollar 
in Congress, the advocates of the suspension of 
the present coinage, or the repeal altogether of 
the present law, are bringing strong pressure to 
bear upon Speaker Carlisie to induce him to 
name a Chairman of the Coinage Committee of 
less pronounced silver views than Mr. Richard 
P. Bland. Mr. Carlisle is understood to favor 
an international bimetallic standard, and argu- 
ment is urged upon him that until the coinage 
of 2,000,000 Bland dollars a month is at least 
suspended for a time, there can be no 
hope of bringing about an international 
standard.2To help in passing a suspension 
bill, say the enemies of the present dollar, it is 
essential to bavea Coinage Committee which 
will favor such a measure. There is good reason 
to believe that when the new Coinage Commit- 
tee is announced, a strong working majority of 
its members will be found willing to put a stop 
to the steady grinding out of the &0-cent dollars. 
But the power of a Chairman is very great, the 
advocates of suspension say, and they fear that, 
witbouta Chairman oftheir way of thinking, 
the majority of the committee will be as little 
able to accomplish their desires asif in the 
minority. So Mr. Carlisle is pleaded with to 
name a successor to Mr. Bland who will be will- 
ing to reporta suspension bili. More persons, 
however, believe that a majority of the commit- 


tee will be anti-Biand than that the Missouri sil- | 


ver advocate will be displaced.

A quiet smile ran around the Senate Chamber 
to-day when Senator Wade Hampton gravely 
introduced the funniest bill so far offered in the 
Senate. The bill was headed by a couple of pre- 
ambles, in which it was stated that additional 
legislation was necessary to carry out the pur- 
poses of the present civil service law, and that 
the soliciting of appointments by Senators or 
Representatives was contrary to the spirit of 
the law, and seriously interfered with the per- 
formante of their legislative duties. Accord- 
ingly, the bill attached makes it unlawful for 
any Senator or Representative to recommend 
or solicit, directly or indirectly, the appoint- 
ment; of any person to office under the 
Government of the United States. Such an of- 
fense, Mr. Hampton defines as a misdemeanor, 
and he proposes to have it punished by a fine of 
not more than $1,000 nor less than $500. In case 
of a conviction for the offense, one-half of the 
fine isto go tothe person or persons on whose 
testimony conviction is had, and the Govern- 
mentis to get the otherhalf. Whenever the 
appointing power asks for information concern- 
ing a possible appointee, the request must be 
in writing, and such answer as the Senator 
pr Representative may make must also be 
In writing, over his own signature, and 
must be filed in the department or bureau 
whence the request comes. Mr. Hampton re- 
spects the right of petition by allowing legis- 
lators to forward petitions from applicants for 
office, provided any indorsement thereon is con- 
fined *“*to the facts of the case or the character 
of the applicant.” Some of the Republican 
Senators insisted on having the bill read in full, 
nod, amid the laughter which followed, ex- 
pressed their bope that the measure would not 
be made retroactive. Then the bill was sent to 
the - crceanae on Civil Service and Retrench- 
ment.

OBITUARY.

EZRA WHEELER. 

Ezra Wheeler, who died at his residence 
in this city yesterday morning, was for years 
one of the best known of the old scbool of 
merchants who have contributed so much tothe 
commercial supremacy of New-York. He was 


born at Stratford, Conn., Nov. 10, 1809, and while 
still a lad and with no friends or acquaintances 
here, he left the Connecticut village and started 
for the then small city to seek his fortune. He 
made his beginning asaclerk in a small fruit 
establishment, and while still but a lad 
attracted the attention of the then great firm of 
Tomlinson & Booth and was employed by them. 
By his attention to business he was rapidly ad- 
vanced, and almost before attaining his majority 
was made their confidential clerk and had charge 
of their vast business. 

During his later years he was proud of his 
early success with the firm and of telling of the 
great fire of 1835,in which they were burned 


out, and also of the great cholera visita- 
tion, in connection with which he related 
the story of the gtass growing in 


Broadwey during the continuance of the 
plague. Soon after the great fire he branched 
out for himself, and in connection with a Phila- 
delphia captalist he started the firm of Taylor & 
Wheeler, and vigorously pushed the business of 
wholesale grocers. Thirty years ago he went into 
business on his own account, the firm name be- 
ing that of Ezra Wheeler & Co., his partner be- 
ing Mr. Frederick Lacy, which continued until 
his retirement three years ago. Immediately 
after the war he gave up the business as a gen- 
eral grocer and confined himeelt to the importa- 
tion of teas and coffees, ang from this timeon 
was one of the leaders, if mot the principal, in 
this line. He was, during his long career, ex- 
ceedingly popular with his rivals and com- 
petitors, and among the younger members 
of the trade was almost always known as 
Uncle Ezra, and of this he was pong en A 
proud. He wasfor years a Director in the Ban 

of New-York and Hanover National Bank and 
giso a Trustesot the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, besides being connected with 
& number of insurance companies. In all 
his long career he never met with com- 
mercial disaster, and amassed a fortune 
as the result of his energy and rood judgment. 
He was a member of the Episcopal Church, and 
bad for years been an attendant at Calvary 
Church. He was thrice married, and is sur- 
vived by his widow. who was a _ Miss 
Curtis, of Stratford, and six children— 
three sons and three daughters. His death 
was sudden, though not altogether unexpected, 
as he had been ailing ever since last Winter, but 
he continued to go out until a fortnight ago, 
when.be was obliged by his sufferings to keep 
within doors. Upto the hour of his death his 
mind continued clear. The funeral services will 
be held on Monday morning at 10 o’clock from 
his residence, No. 43 West Twenty-fifth-street.

WILLIAM PITT LYNDE. 

Ex-Congressman William Pitt Lynde, 
the well known member of the firm of Fanches, 
Lynde & Miller, attorneys, died at 8:30 o’clock 
yesterday “~‘Ujing at his home, on the corner 
of Chestnut and Twenty-third streets, Milwau- 
kee. Mr. Lynde was hale and hearty until 


about a year ago, when the first signs of decay 


were noticeable in his. constitution of iron. In 
February last be was first confined to his home, 
and since that time his health has gradually 
failed. At times he rallied and his friends enter- 
tained hopes ot his ultimate recovery. Each 
succeeding relapse left him weaker, however, 
and two or three weeks ago it became certain 
that the end was near. At the time of his death 
Mr. Lynde was surrounded by the members of 
his family. He rallied recently and was able to 
take a carriage ride, but had to hurriedly re- 
turn to his home. From that time his decline 
was very rapid. He leaves a widow and six chil- 
dren. One of his daughters is married and re- 
sides in Japan. 

Mr. Lynde was a leading Democrat, and a 
member of the Thirtieth, Forty-fourth, and 
Forty-fifth Congresses.

Henry J. Fowler, a member of the Stock 
Exchange, died at his residence, No. 179 Living- 
ston-street, Brooklyn, on Thursday, of con- 
sumption. in his forty-ninth year. Three years 
ago on a business trip throurh the West ho 
contracted 2 cold which defied all efforts to get 


rid of it, and which culminated in the disease 
which caused his death. He was active in busi- 
ness, however, almost to the last. He was con- 
sidered a remarkably good judge of the market, 
and his opinion was much soughtafter by a 
large list of business acquaintances. He is said 
to have madea million dollars in the panic of 
1873, but much of this he afterward lost. He was a 
member of the Open Board of Brokers, which was 
afterward consolidated inthe Stock Exchange. 
He entered the Street asa member of the firm 
of Fowler & McArdle, He afterward transacted 
business througn H. W. Mead, but for the last 
eight years his business *was handled by J. A. 
McMicken & Co., with whom he had an office. 
Among the most intimate of his business 
friends were the McMicken Brothers, E. 8, Con- 
nor, William Webber, roll keeper of the Stock 
Exchange, and John De Mott, of the firm of De 
Mott & Durand. Mr. Fowler's estate is supposed 
to be worth $500,000. He leaves a widow, # son of 
18 years, and a daughter of 13. He will be buried 
at Greenwood Cemetery.

EX-GOV. HILAND HALL. 

Hiland Hall, ex-Governor of Vermont, 
died suddenly yesterday morning at the resi- 
dence of his son, in Springfield, Mass.

Mr. Hall was born in Bennington, Vt., July 20, 
1795. He was admitted to the Bar in 1819, and 
afterward was a member of the Legislature and 
an incumbent of the office of State’s Attorney, 
He represented his State in Congress from 1833 
to 1843.

York, on passenger business from points 
west of Chicago, solong as a seventeen-dollar 
rate prevails from Chicago locally to New- 


York. The Western roads take the ground 
that the Eastern lines, by trying to 
stop the scalping over their own routes, are en- 
couraging it by their proposed action on the 
lines of Western roads; or in other words, they 
want the Western roads to go out in the rain 
themselves in order to help the Eastern lines in 
getting out of the wet. y making the rate 


from Western points on the basis of $20, 
when the regular rate is only 17, 
scalpers at all Western points, by selling tickets 


locally to Chicago and thence adding the reru- 
lar $17, would be able to beat the ,rail- 
roads by from $3 to $6 on each ticket. 
Even the Eastern lines are not a unit in this 
treatment of the Western lines, asthe follow- 
ing dispatch, sent to-day by the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent of the  Pennsyl- 
vania lines to several of the Western 
roads, shows: “We reluctantly consented to 
Chairman Moore’s notice to Western lines ad- 
vancing rates from Chicago Deo. 1, and still 
think that your roads and their connections 
(except Pacific coast roads) should have the 
privilege of using the $17 first class and $14 
second class limited as basing rates, Chicago to 
New-York, until lines oe at Chicago 
can advance rates to the old basis from Chicago 
proper. We shall be pleased to permit your 
roads to nse above rates over our lines. The 
matter is now under advisement, and you will 
a later notice in case our suggestion pre- 
vails. 


A CONTEST THRBATENED. 
CxHIcAGo, Dec. 18.—The diversion ef busi- 
ness from the territory of the Northwestern 





Trafic Association to the South via the 
new Minnesota and Northwestern and 
Illinois Central route is likely to give 


the association more trouble than any 
ot the complications against which it had to 
contend heretofore. Considerable flour, mill- 
stuff, and other freight is now going over the 
new route via Decatur, as well as freight from 
New-Orleans to St. Paul and Minneapolis.

The-+construction of torpedo ; catchers 
‘was as‘much a necessity in naval warfare after 
the development of the torpedo system of small, 
quick-steaming torpedo craft.as armored pro- 
tection for battle ships became . in. consequence 
of the growth of the gun. The catchers, or po- 
lice of the sea, do not differ, except in bulk and 
speed, from the active and dangerous little ene- 
mies which. they are intended to capture or de- 
stroy, and in this respect the Admiralty would 
appear to have.appliedjthe old detective princi- 
ple of setting a thief to catchathief. The first 
of the new craft yet afloat was tried in Stokes 
Bay, near Portsmouth, on Friday Jast, with ro- 
markable results, not only as regards speed but 


also as regards manceuvring power. This latter 
quality of the torpedo catcher was even more 
noteworthy than the former, and has been 6e- 
eured by the application of a principle which 
though successfully tried in steam pinnaces and 
launches and in various submarine miners built 
for the Royal Engineers, had not previously 
been adapted to first-class torpedo vessels. Dur- 
ing the past four years we have on various Ooc- 
casions noticed the gradual development of the 
invention of Mr. John Samuel hite, of East 
Cowes, which is now popularly known in the 
service as his “*turn-about’’ system. Boats built 
according to this plan have their deadwood re- 
moved in order to obtain facility in turning, and 
are fitted with an inner and an outer rudder. 
simultaneously actuated, either of which would 
suffice to steer the vessel in the event of the 
other being lost ordisabled. The present exper- 
imental torpedo boaé was undertaken by Mr. 
White for the purpose of demonstrating the ap- 
plicability of his invention to larger vessels, and 
with a view to her acceptance by the Admirait 
on her fulfilling all the conditions guaranteed. 
She is considerably larger than any of the exist- 
ing torpedo craft in her Majesty's navy, being 
150 feet long, 17 feet 6 inches broad, and 9 feet 6 
inches feep er displacement is about 125 
tons. Her lines resemble those of similar ves- 
sels now in use, but she is fitted with a turtle 
deck andaspur ram. Like the others, she is 
built of thin steel,and has a conning tower 
amidships, from whence she will be steered in 
action.

Great care has been taken in the design 
to keep the weights as low as possible, having 
due regard to efficiency. There are two air 
pumps driven off the low pressure eross-heads, 
while the feed pumps are driven direct from the 
crank shaft, Steam is a. by two locomo- 
tive boilers, with the feeds so arranged as to in- 
sure an equal supply of water to each boiler, 
and as the result of the trial the possibility of 
successfully employing two bollers with forced 
draught without difficulty, either as regards 
the feed or priming, was clearly demon- 
vrated. A great teature in the design is the 
division of the boiler room by a longi- 
tudinal water-tight bulkhead,ythe connections 
being arranged so that either boiler can be 
worked independently in case of accident. The 
vessel is also steered by steam. The trial was 
conducted by Mr. White and Mr. Morcom. The 
weather was somewhat boisterous, but notwith- 
standing the state of the sea the vessel was re- 
markably steady, and also free from vibration 
when going at her maximum speed. The total 
weight on board was 25 tons, 15 tons represent-

WHAT AN- OLD- OIL ‘OPERATOR SA4¥8-ABOUT’ 


‘ ei THEM. 

PrITTsBuRG Penn., Deo. 18.—‘The beil- 
ing oil speinigs of Venezuela are among the 
most curious phenomena that have ever been 
discovered in any petroleum region,” said 
Capt. Wallace Moore, an old-time oil operator, 
who recently returned from a visit to dif- 
ferent parts of South America, investigat- 
ing reports about the value of the oil fields 
there. “Venezuela is full of petroleum foun- 
tains, and there are also deposits of asphalt 
there that can be mined like coal, especially in 
the country lying between the Rio Catatumbo 
and the Cordilleras. The boiling oil springs are 
in a high range of sand hills that lie between 
the Tara and the Sardinarte Rivers, not far 
from their junction. The summit of this range 
is full of cylindrical craters, from which spout 
burning waters so heavily charged with 


pottolonm that as much as-six barrels have 
en collected at one spring in an hour. The 
noise made by these petroleum fountains is like 
that made by steam escaping trom a locomotive, 
and dense volumes of vapor rise from them to a 
great height. The boiling water and oil come 
from the earth as if they were being forced up 
by some great pump, for the volume rises and 
falls exactly asa stream of water acts under the 
ressufe of a suction rod. Large streams flo 
rom the springs, but they are quickly absorb 
by the pores volcanic formation of the hills 
where they have their source. In the division of 
Venezuela, known as Colombia, not only do 
petroleum springs exist in abundance, but the 
natives have used the oil for nearly a century as 
an illuminant, burning it in its crude state in 
open lamps. They cali it the ‘* oil of Colombia,” 
and the region of boiling spring is known as the 
“infernal regions.”” In 1824 French and English 
travelers in Venezuela took specimens of the oil 
to Europe with them as a curiosity. 

“On the great plains of Ceniza both petroleum 
and asphalt are found in abundance, and the 
natives have found that the character of the oil 
issuch that it will preserve timber. They use it 
a3 a paint, and by smearing the bottoms of 
boats with it they claim that it will prevent the 
marine pest of these waters, a curious and de- 
structive barnacle from fastening to the keel. 
The petroleum product of Venezuela is used 
chiefly for that purpose as yet, but I do not see 
any reason why the territory should not bea 
—— one to the oil producer one of these 

ays. 

“{ visited the California oil field while I was 
away, and find that the operators have got hold 
of a valuable be cing << Itisafunny field, and 
being all in the wild and rocky mountains 
of the coast, and covering an area of 200 
miles in extent, it is worth a man’s life to 
explore it. The first oil they ever gotout of 
California soil was pressed out of solid blocks 
of rock, which were quarried like flagging or 
building stone. All mineral lubricating oil that 
was made before the discovery of American 


petroleum was taken from shale similar 
to the pioneer California product at 
Addleswell, ‘Scotland. This oil shale is 


still mined there like coal, and it isalmost.as 
black. They obtain 14 gallons of excellent lu- 
bricating oil from a ton of the Scotch shale, be- 
sides a large percentage of paraffine wax and 
ammonia. When the oil is first separated from 
the shale it is the color and consistency of tar, 
but when refined it is of a Nght amber color. 
The original oil producers of Oalifornia, finding 
the deposits of oil rock conveniently locate 

along the coast, chose the Scottish system of 
obtaining oil from it. The process was nota 
successful one, and a few years ago the drill 
was put to work, and an oil region extend- 


ing from Newhall to Santa Barbara has 
been developed. There are two oil belts 
or pools, one in Los Angeles and 


the otherin Ventura County. While the oil is 
generally obtained by sinking wells, there are 
localities in the region where it is obtained by 
tunneling in the hills. In prospecting among 
these rocks of the Pacific coast immense de- 
— of wild honey, the accumulation of years, 

ave been found stored in the crevices and holes 
in the rocks. As flowers bloom there all the 
year round, the bees are constantly at work. 
One natural beehive and storehouse of honey 
was found in analmost inaccessible ravine. A 
solid mass of honey, 15 feet wide, and extending 
back into the rocks for 40 feet, was stored in 
the hive. 

“A peculiarity about the California petroleum 
is that it produces no benzine. One of the curi- 
(osities of the region is the singular oil spring 
known as ‘The Lunatic.’ It is located in 
Wheeler Cafion. When the new moon appears 
‘this spring begins to flow oil, which increases in 
volume as the moon grows. When the moon is 
at its full the spring yields three barrels of oila 
day. The product wanes with the moon, and 
ceases entirely when the last quarter is past. 
This phenomenon appears regularly with the 
phases of the moon. In the vicinity of this 
—_—- spring a 60-barrel oil well was once 
struck. This did not affect the ebb and flow 
of thespring, but the well itself failea after a 
month ortwo. The spring, at last accounts, was 
oa ae in its erratic way just the same as ever. 

il is found at all depths in the California fields, 
,and surface ojl in springs abounds on every 
hand. The oilis black and heavy. The quality 
‘of the Pacifico coast oil depends entirely on the 
depth from which it is taken, the best illuminat- 
ing oil being found at from 1,000 to 1,200 
feet below tbe surface. It costs twice as 
much—or about $6,000—to put a well down 
1,000 feet in ifornia as it does in 
the Pennsylvania region. All the machin- 
ery is transported trom Pennsylyania. But 
a{50-barrel well in California is worth five times as 
much as a well of the same capacity in Pennsy!- 
vania. The refining in California is all done at 
Newhall, which is connected with the different 
districts by pipe lines. Experiments, which have 
as yet been only partially successful, are being 
made with crude petroleum as an economical 
and practical fuel for smelting, to be used in 
utilizing low grade oil that abounds throughout 
the region and which is now virtually valueless. 
The Pacific coast and portions of Mexico and 
Central America art supplied with petroleum 
by the California region.”

‘THE QUAKER ‘POET CONGRETUDAZTED ON 
HIS SEVENTY-EIGHTH BIRTHDAY. 

About a mile from the-businesscentre of 
Danvers is situated Oak. Knoll, the present home 
of America’s grandest figure in: poetry to-day— 
John Greenleaf Whittier—over whose head the 
snows of 78 Winters have passed. The mansion, 
large and imposing, with Grecian pillars and 
broad piazzas, rests on the highest point of the 
knoll, and the circular driveway among the 
oaks was last evening illuminated by the glare 
of a myriad of gas jets and the occasional pale 
glimmer of the moon through the fleeoy and 
storm-laden clouds. Without the mansion 
the wind blew in spiteful gusts, and the snow 
fell noiselessly on the surrounding grounds, 
gradually but surely deepening with each hour. 
lt wasa genuine New-England night, and the 
scene within, the yule log blazing in the grate, 
and the poet in an easy chair, gazing intently at 
the rapidly consuming embers, reminded one of 
his great portrayals of like scenes. The visitors 


are received with the greatest cordiality, with- 
out distinction, and many called yesterday to 
congratulate him on attaining his seventy- 
eighth birthday. Among them were ex-Goy, 
Claflin and his wife, Eaward L. Pierce and wife, 
ot Newton; Charles A. Coffin and daughter, of 
Lynn; Dr. Phijbrick, and numerous others, 
many entire strangers being among the number, 

Mr, Whittier has not changed greatly, and his 
many years weigh lightiy upon him, is eye is 
as clear and his demeanor as cheerful ag of 
yore, and bis form is still as erect and firm as 
the oaks which surround his dwelling place. He 
was dressed ina dark suit of clothes and wore 
an old-fashioned collar. The conversation was 
very pleasant, and he talked on a great variety 
of subjects, showing that although he is some 
distance from the towns and cities he keeps a 
close watch on the outside world. Mr. Whittier 
said that during the day he had received many 
congratulatory epistles, all of a private nat- 
ure, which he did not care to igh to the 
public. Many of the persons writing were un- 
known to fame, and the tenor of the letters was 


devoted entirely to the subject of the day. In 
the course of the conversation the aged poet 
said he should spend the Winter at Oak Knoll 


“on account of the fatigue which travel caused 
him. He would much prefer to be in.a warmer 
clime, and dreaded the Winter season with its 
snow blockades and cold, cheerless winds. Late- 
ly he has not done a great deal of writing, al- 
anes asudden passing thought often forms 
the base for one of those poems which has 
brought the lustre of fame to him and glad. 
dened the hearts of the lovers of pure literature, 

The poet alluded with emotion to the friends 
whom he had made in anti-slavery days, many 
of whom have passed to that silent bourne from 
whence none returns. He keeps up a constant 
correspondence, averaging about 15 letters each 
day, and sometimes his mail brings him as many 
as 30. Many of them are from Europe, from per- 
sons mostly of his own faith and belief, un- 
known in many instances to fame, but loving 
the true and tender nature of the large-hearted 
poet. Some letters he receives are peculiar 
epistles, containing manuscripts of poems 
whose authors desire him to pass upon their 
merits and correct such errors in metre as 
he may discover. Each of the writers thinks 
himself entitled to an answer, and Mr. Whittier 
has many times yielded to such requests. At all 
times he is bothered by the autograph hunter, 
and he estimates that during the past year he 
has received 1,500 letters from this source alone. 
They are most of them consigned to the waste 
basket, it being impossible for him to comply 
with their demands. Hoe said that during the 
Winter he would make a visit to his home in 
Amesbury. The time passed rapidly, and the 
visit soon ended. A cup of tea was partaken of 
by the visitors at the ever ready table, which 
was spread in the large dining room,

Senator Frye Introduced two bills to-day which are 
of especial interest to officers of the army and navy. 
The first provides that chiefs of divisions of the Navy 
Department may be appointed from civil life, and that 
all chiefs of the bureaus of the Navy Department shall 
personally perform the duties of their offices, and it 
prohibits the assignment of any chiet of a bureau to 
any other regular or continuous duty which will in 
any way impair the efficiency of his rform- 
ance of the duties of his bureau office. e other 
bill provides that all future appointees as heads 
of the departments of the army shall be officers se- 
lected from 4 and nominated by the President 
and confirmed by the Senateto be such heads of de- 
pagtmente fortermsof four years. 

his provision shall not apply to the head of any de- 
partment until that office shall first become vacant. 
I'he President may, in his discretion, however, at any 
time place upon the retired list any existing head ofa 
department, and the retired list is enlarged for that 
purpose. It further providesthat the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, the Quartermaster-Generai, the Commisary-Gen- 
eral of Subsistence, the Surgeon-General, the Chief of 
Engineers, the Chief of Ordnance, and the Paymagter- 
General, shall be eppetstet by selection from officers 
of the corps to which they belong, not below the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel, and shall have during their 
term, and n® longer, the rank and 
Brigadier-General. The Judge-Advocate- 
shall be appointed from the corps of Judges-Advo. 
cate and have the rank and pay of Brigadier-General 
durimg his term only. The Chier Signal Officer may 
be appointed from any of the officers of the army not 
peiow the grade of Captain, to rank as Colonel of 
cavalry during his incumbency in that office, The 
officers of the Inspector-General’s Department are to 
be appointed as at present.

—The Complete Angler. By lzaak Wal- 
ton. The Pilgrim’s Progress. By John 
Bunyan. Fac similes of the first editions. 
New-York: Baker & Taylor. 1885.—Only 
four copies of the first edition of the great 
book by Bunyan are known, and for many 
years only one was supposed to have 
survived. It was printed for Nath. Pon- 
fler, at the Peacock in the Poultrey, near 


Cornhil, in 1678, and consists of about 240 
Bmall pages, with very wide margins, on 
which various quaint and amusing side 
notes are printed referring to the nearest 
text. It closes with, “then I saw that 
. there was a way to Hell, even from the 
Gates of Heaven, as well as from the city 
of Destruction. So 1 awoke, and behold 
it was a Dream,” together with the verses 
in conclusion. So the original was about 
half the size of the ‘“‘Pilgrim’s Progress’ 
known pretty much ever since. The 
izaak Walton selected for reprint copies 
faithfully the first edition, published in 
1 While religious hatred may be as- 
signed for part reasons why the ‘* Pil- 
im's Progress” is almost non-existent in 
fis first edition, the scarcity of the original 
“Complete Angler” is attributed to its 
pocket size and the likelihood that those 
who bought it used it roughly, carrying it 
about with them in their angling tours. 
In neither cases do we believe the rarity 
of these two books was due to the causes 
assigned. The little books are bound in 
boards to simulate a quaint leather cover, 
and one is so faithful that a page, invert- 
ed in the copy from which the reprint was 
made, has been carefully turned upside 
down. The line might safely be drawn 
the other side of that and a trivial mis- 
take of a binder remain uncopied. 


—A Journal Kept by Richard Doyle. 
’ New-York: Scribner & Welford. 1886.—This 
quarto will prove at once the most amus- 
ing and interesting volume for the holi- 
days, especially to those who are fond 
of art and enjoy reading about artists, 
The late draughtsman for Punch had 
a natural bias toward humor, for here 
is his diary at the ace of 15, (in 1840,) repro- 
duced in fac simile with all the whimsical, 


grotesque, and badly shaped figures that a 
clever boy would be apt to introduce. 
He inherited a gentle satirical talent 
from his father, the artist and cari- 
caturist, John Doyle. The style ef compo- 
sition is often so terse and amusing that 
one almost hesitates to believe that a boy 
of his age composed it, but the next para- 
graph is ere juvenile and forswears 
allidea of fraud. ‘That very revolting 
’pecies of amusement, the dance,” which 
he has to acquire, is mentioned more as un 
adult would allude to it, whereas his brief 
rehearsal of tu quoques between brothers 
is essentially boyish. Some of these draw- 
ings have a very remarkable feeling for 
composition, and, in general, it may be 
said that young Master Doyle stinted 
no trouble during that year of 1540 
to produce a creditable and ‘ profusely 
illustrated” manuscript. It is more than 
probable, on an examination of this 
work, that Richard Doyle had too much 
facility for his ultimate good, leading him 
to produce paying work at an age when 
most men are still learning, ‘How 
fresh, how tender the wit and innocence 
that breathe through the pages of this 
journal!’ says Mr. J. H. Pollen, in his in- 
troduction. ‘These same qualities bore 
him company, alone with his love of 
children, of little fairy people, of all that 
gives children pleasure, in the work of his 
maturer life. Was it to children only that 
his productions gave and still give pleasure? 
Have they not proved a source of delight 
to the men and women of his generation ?” 

—History of Ireland. By Agnes Sadlier. 
New-York: George Routledge & Sons.—The 
bright chromos on the cover mark this 
book as a holiday gift, and the title page— 
“in words of one syllable’—assign it to 
wmall children. The writer brings Irish 
affairs down to the present day—that is, 
to the tourin Ireland of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales. Her ethnology is 
slightly at fault on the first page, when 


the says, ‘The old name of Ire-land was 
Hi-ber-ni-a or Erin, and the folk there 
bore the name of Celts. These Celts 
seem to have known more than the 
Britons,’’ thereby teaching the remarka- 
ble lesson that the Britons were not Celts. 
Again, tosay of the Celts (that is to.say, 
the old Irish,) ‘‘they had but one i-dol of 
wood, which bore the name of Crom,” is 
taking too seriously certain records of one 
famous idol. So large and populous an 
island of heathen would not find 
one place of idolsenough. Miss Sadlier 
is also hardly careful enough, as the 
case with most Irish people is, to keep 
definite and separate from entanglements 
the other broad term “Saxon.’’ In the 
heat of political contests indiscriminate 
cries of Saxon and Kelt are natural, but 
the historian for children, like the histo- 
rian for adults, cannot be too careful. On 
the one hand he is liable to perpetuate 
hard feelings based on false ideas; on the 
other is in danger of criticism as soon as 
the smoke of party conflict passes off, 
These, however, are small matters for 
notice when compared witha greater bulk 
ofsound and simply worded history for 
babes.

In-China-and: Japan gentlemen attained 
long ago to suche pitch in the refinement of 
certain tasteethat the most dilletante Cardinal 
in Italy during thegixteenth century, the most 
perfect connoisseur in:Paris before the Revolu- 
tion, could not begin to approach them. One 
reason for the eminence of Orientals in the 
knowledge of ceramics, bronzes, ivories, and 
lacquers, for example, consists in the compara- 
tive simplicity-of their habits. Great brick and 
stone houses, enormous gardens, and large 
statues and monuments were not to their mina, 
and neither distracted their attention nor limited 
their means. Living was cheap, the public taste 
modest and accurate, the lover of art ready 
cheerfully to spend what would be a fortune to 
a needy man fora mere fragment of acup, ora 
bowl which had received more than one 
crack or perchance had absolutely lost 
Pieces from its edge. In Japan good taste 


abhors the wearisome and vulgar massing 
of art objects in houses, which recently came in 
this country to such a ridiculous extreme that 
the walis of drawing rooms could not be seen 
for the pictures of any and every degree of 
merit, while the fine tables disappeared under a 
multitude of poor French and English porcelain 
and glassware. Delicacy of taste was formed 
and exercised in ceremonious visits, during 
which the host would finally yield to entreaties 
and expose to the light wonderful pieces of old 
pottery. of faience, or of porcelain, which were 
kept concealed in a place of safety. On the one 
hand, the makers of the fine pieces of bric-d-brac 
could afford, like the writers of missals in our 
Middle Ages, to spend a good slice out of their 
lives in perfecting a single chef d’wuvre. On the 
other, there existed enough sensitive and sympa- 
thetic collectors, longing for quality, not quan- 
tity, whose mission in life it was to encourage 
and reward such Jabor. 

It is while examining a collection of Japan- 
ese, Chinese, anc Corean porcelain, pottery, and 
faience that one realizes the fact that no hard 
work illuminated by taste or genius quite per- 
ishes from the world. The original designers of 
a certain formof porcelain may be forgotten 
these thousand years, and so may the men who 
discovered this color and that, and those 
who found out the secret of under 
giaze and over; the way to heat just so 
much at one stage of the painting and 
just so little at another; the inventor of a 
harmonious blending of all that his predecessors 
had discovered. But all their work told; and 
here is the result, a bit of porceiain that, when 
examined at leisure and in the sympathetio 
frame of mind, is found to rank itself with 

reat poetry, great musio, great sculpture, 
Jnly a few collectors of New-York, Boston, and 
Baltimore, who come nearest to the connoisseur 
ot Japan in their love for the delicate and unob- 
trusive beauty of such work, have been allowed 
te examine a collection which has lately 
reached the city and been quietly marshaled 
and catalogued, So much account of it as a 
daily newspaper can afford {has been secured for 
the special audience of THE TIMEs. 

Capt. F. Brinkley, of the British Navy, was 
& collector of Chelsea and other English work 
before he made Japan his home. There he was 
already editor of the English paper which he 
still retains when the sudden change in the sys- 
tem of government in Japancrippled and great- 
ly impoverished the very men into whose hands, 
with the exception here and there of a rich mer- 
chant, the finest pieces had fallen, The daimio 
and their ‘retainers the samurai soon found it 
impossible toretain the valuable pottery and 
porcelain objects that were still theirs by in- 
heritance or purchase or gitt. There was a 
golden term of years in Japan now forever 
gone, when great bargains were offered and few’ 
cared or dared to take them. Capt, Brinkley had 
the taste of the collector, some knowledge of 
native work, and a wide acquaintance with 
Japanese of the better sort. In that way he 
secured pieces which have made the mouth of 
many a gleaner in that well shaven fleld water. 
His collection is now to be dispersed. It forms 
in itself no mean text book toward the better 
understanding of the fine arts as expressed in 
baked clays. Many of the objects are standards, 
being referred to as the highest types of certain 
kinds of porcelain and pottery, either because of 
their great general beauty or, more often, be- 
cause they exhibitsome trick or style in the 
management of the paste and application of 
giszes which no otber piece shows as well. Capt. 
jrinkley was indebted to the books written by 
& Japanese savant named Ninagawa Noritane 
and to his advice while living, and this collection 
contains a number of pieces which once be- 
longed to Ninagawa; such is the little blue and 
white jar first on the catalogue, two inches across, 
hardly taller than its diameter, and embellished 
with circles containing quaint little figures of 
men, This isatea jar used to contain the pow- 
Gered tea leaves, and therefore a part of that 
most elaborate and rigid ceremonia! called the 
making of the tea, which a Japanese gentleman 
and his guests go through gravely and with the 
accuracy of those who celebrate a pontifical 
mass, In this religious domestic rite the other 
articles indispensable are a firepot made of 
pottery, an iron kettle for boiling water, a deli- 
cate bamboo dipper, a wide-mouthed jar for 
water, a bowl to brew the tea in, a bamboo 
stirrer, to be used when the boiling water is ap- 
plied, a shallow bow! for rinsings, a brush made 
of three feathers of an eagle or other large bird, 
a shallow basket for charcoal, a pair of metal 
rods to handle the coals, a mat for the kettle, 
and a box for burning incense, The tea jar is 
the cha-ire, as it is known to collectors; it is 
generally of pottery, with an ivory lid, and its 
contents are often solemnly brayed in a small 
mortar by the host or his servant before the as- 
sembled guests. Indeed, each of these articles is 
brought in separately and with circumstance, 
and euch is used according to the formulas laid 
down in one or the other book of tea party eti- 
quette. 

As it may be supposed, the chief articles are 
the subject of infinite care; for just the right 
bow], tea jar, stirrer, or firepot no money was 
spared. In the Brinkley collection No, 4 is the 
queerest little blue and white porcelain open- 
work cylinder—for what? you ask?—why, to 
hold a little split bamboo mop that is twirled 
in water and tea dust. This, together with the 
tea jar, a pair of gourd-shaped octagonal wine 
bottles, and one or two pieces more, are old, be- 
ing made by a Japanese potter of the sixteenth 
century, who went to China to learn his trade, 
and brought back the secret of glaze and colors, 
together with the clay itself, Unfortunately, 
the store of the latter which he brought came to 
anend before good clay was yet discovered in 
Japan. The glaze on these objects is lus- 
trous and soft, and the blue very fine. What 
is misnamed the **hawthorn” pattern 
is by some attributed to this potter, whose name 
was Shonzui. Some of the pieces here, the 
finest for quiet beauty, are the wide jars used 
in the tea ceremony for spere water. Among 
the articles assigned by Capt. Brinkley to the 
potteries in Hizen are many of surprising rich- 
ness of decoration. In these one perceives that 
woven stuffs have been largely imitated in the 
paint on the clay, plaid patterns, diapers, and 
broad simple interlaced designs like buasket- 
work abound. Sometimes there is an inscrip- 
tion, as ** Wealth, honor, long life, and ap- 
plause,” or ** Congratulation,” (ju,) or again a 
naive copy of a Chinese mark. The latter are 
largely by a potter named Tokuzayemon, of 
Hizen, who, Jacking the knowledge how to 
apply permanent enamels to the glaze, 
set out to learn it by travel, when 
chance threw «2 Chinaman in his way 
who could tell him. The China porcelain he 
imitated was that which flourished from 1573 to 
1619, or three-quarters of a century before, 
Another copy, and an exquisite bow! it is, is the 
piece catalogued No, 30, which has the Chinese 
mark for the Keatsing period. Charming in 
shape, it has a beautiful blue ground with a 
strikingly elegant arrangement of vinelike 
twigs culminating here dnd there in a leaflike 
blossom or flowerlike leaf, which recalls the leaf 
forms at the back of Buddhist religious ficurines, 
Capt, Brinkley calls them peonies, but he is by 
nO means strong on the botanical side, and on 
such occasions his catalogue must be taken with 
a grain of allowance. Inside there is a coiled 
dragon in blue and gold on the bottom. The 
treatment of insects and flowers was indeed 
£0 conventional to begin with, and then 
80 readily made fantastic, that it is hardly possi- 
ble to be always correct in one’s guess concern- 
ing the identity of a painting. No. 69 of this 
ware isa three-inch cup, which has just below 
the rim blue flowers in squares, which we will 
call chrysanthemums if we must, and below 
them strange shapes, which might be those of 
butterflies or birds of paradise. This is a beauti- 
ful work o art, decorated with great originality. 
A wine kettle near it, hexagonal and most pe- 
culiar in shape, shines in subdued maguificence 
with its diamond-shapedjand other medallions, 
gold grounds undred and blue designs. This 
very rich and hignly decorated piece is dated 
1780. At No. 69 D is a 15 by 8 inch jar with cover, 
quite gs dignified and massive looking as the 
best Chinese ware of the best periads; it is one 
of many pleces in the collection which cause 
one to hesitate before ranking the Japanese be- 
low the Chinese for decorative genius, or far be- 
low the Greeks for a talent for form. 

Admirers of satsuma have much to learn 
here, if we can accept Capt. Brinkley's classifi- 
eations. He holds that Western collectors rare- 
ly own satsumu. “It may not be denied,” he 
writes inthe fragmentary pubileations in ad- 
vance of his forthcoming “ History of Japanese 
Keramics,”’ “that pottery of a brilliantly deco- 
rativeand atthe same time artistic nature has 
been exported in considerable quantities to 
Europe and America during the past 10 years 
under the name of old satsuma; but there need 
be no hesitation in asserting that in 
many and most essential respects this 
showy ware differs completely from the 
beautiful faience so highly prized by 
Japanese. connoisseurs.” he variety and 
frequent dark colors in this Satsuma will sur- 
prise people. No. 159 is an incense burner in the 
form of a frowning warrior, with his hand on 
hissword. It is Shoki, the slayer of demons, 
who protects men from sickness. His lett hand 
is thrown upon a level with his head in a most 
expressive way. The boots, edges of drapery, 
beard, and headdress are marked by the black 
glaze, the rest of the figure is a fine cream white, 
No, 160 ig a most beautiful vase, ivory white, 
with two simplest curled handles and a delicately 
flaring neck. No, 165 is a square vase, showing a 
dark variety. Its date is 1730, and shows that a 
black glaze, with biue and white reflections, hag 
been run upon an iron-red glaze. No, 145 is 
assigned to A. D, 1720. It is an odd-lookiug in- 
cense burner, with rectangular panels of pierced 
floral designs, crowned by the lionlike dog of 
the myths, commonly called * dog Fo,” 

There are some curious figures and groups 
here, often cf use for incense, like Nos. 180, 181 
and 182, which are remarkable for the subdued 
yet rich combinations of color on the clothes, 
A mong | Samba, or dancer; a seated peasan 
woman, W 





fiding a hebby horse; 
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with bis toad,and a bowl supported by three 
children—all these gre assigned with more or 
lesa certainty to the potteries of ao, "hese 
ogrsein famous potters lived and invented. Most 
of the faces have spirit, and some are very ani- 
mated. A curous old group is No. 231 B, dated 
1680, showing on a pretty large scale a hero, 
Goro, about to do some violence with his sword. 
He is scowling magnificently, ready to leap on 
the enemy, while his vassal, Asaina, having 
seized him by the skirt of his armor in order to 
restrain him from committing a crime, sinks 
down with the detached piece of armor in his 
hand. The greens and blues on the drapery of 
these odd-looking figures are marvelous. 

Among the white and blue porcelains called 
Hirado, steed an island of that name near the 
coast of Hizen, are some pieces fascinating for 
the purity of their tones and originality of de- 
sign. Many of them owe their existence to a 
feudal lord of Hirado, who reqpened certain 
abandoned potteries about 1740. ere is No. 82, 
around cake box, with a wave pattern above 
the base and storks flying above; a round in- 
cense burner, ornamented with cherry-blossom 
designs; a bowl with delicately painted crabs 
running about the outside, but immaculate 
within; anlate as if imitated by one formed by 
leaves overlapping and radiating from a com- 
mon centre, the decoration,‘three tloating but- 
terflies; a fat little sparrow, from whose beak 
water wasto fall in drops when the ink stick 
was to be rubbed; all these are in marvelous 
taste, not overloaded with ornament, 
but reserved and graceful. Last, but 
most beautiful of all, must be men- 
tioned a piece in two parts with four 
holes on the sides for suspension and dated 1750. 
lt has four dumpy legs,like those of caterpillars, 
and a most odd and delightful shape. The up- 

er part with pierced lid held cloves and spices; 

he lower part contained boiling water. The 
only decoration on this surprising article is a 
short rank or two of a pattern like grains of 
rice, each grain raised in the pasteand filled with 
blue enamel. If kleptomania were ever justifia- 
ble a collector would be pardoned for quietly 
pocketing this pieoe, so irresistible are its quaint 
attractions. Of ‘the same ware is a couple 
of wine bottles § at No. 180, ivory 
white, with straw-coiored rope and _ tas- 
sels round the shoulder for decoration. 
They are little gems. Tne rope and tassels are 
called by the Japanese ‘**Shimenawa,’’ and aro 
used to indicate that a place or thing is taboo 
and must not be entered or touched. Many old 
pieces have been broken and repaired. It is 
amusing to see howthe Japanese repairer has 
made a beauty of the defect, and by using a thin 
plate of gold and sometimes chiseling that plate 
in a curious design has done for the old plate or 
bowl what the ladies of the last century did for 
their. complexions — added a golden mouche— 
which set the surroundings off. This is the case 
with No. 549, a straight-necked, slender vase of 
heavy stoneware, Dartially covered with a fine 
light green glaze and with handlesinvolved. The 
break filled with gold positively adds to the 
beauty, whatever the collector may think as to 
its effect on the value of the piece. 

Between the zealous collector and the admirer 
of such objects for their beauty there is a large 
gap. Not that the collector wants taste, but 
that his taste has become so subdivided that a 
patch of pearly work onan ugly vase will hold 
him when the ordinary amateur turns away his 
head. Judging from the extracts given in the 
catalogue by Mr. Edward Greey, who controls 
the collection, the former owner attaches far 
more importance toa rare piece of pasteor a 
singular example of glaze than to absolute 
beauty of shape or color. Yet, if many speci- 
mens are evidence that Capt. Brinkley was 
writing a history of ceramics rather than select- 
ing beautiful things, there are enough 
pieces uniting both these requirements 
to fill more than one or two days 
with study. Take No. 594as example, a shallow 
cup no bigger than your hand, and made of 
pottery. <A buff glaze has been applied and 
then the thinnest of lustrous green, which has 
lodged firmly here and there, lets the buff shine 
through; the combination is as warm and soft 
asa Titian. A monster is descried in the handle 
andascro!l pattern covers the side. This isa 
morsel to roll beneath the collector’s tongue; its 
sheer beauty would interest a savage; it is a 
marvel of loveliness. No. 60518 a dish of a sim- 

le yet most elegant outline, porcelain, with a 
hiae glaze which lets white and biue lines 
through as if there were a crackle underneath. 
No. 669 is an oil lamp of faience, resplendent 
with deep yellow outside and rich lustrous green 
within. The edges are purple. No. 620 is an- 
other porcelain piece, a vase with light mauve 

laze with designs in slight relief, show- 
ing white from under. The involyed handles 
have butterflies near them in low relief. 
No. 557 is a magnificent porcelain to imi- 
tate the glitter of bronze with very decorative 
sentences, in old, square letters, wishing the 
owner “wealth” or “congratulation.” It 
would be hopeless to attempt to number the 
vurious and beautiful pieces here or give a 
hint of the fascinating» potter's loré, of which 
glimpses are given 1n the catalogue, If the ex- 
hibition does nothing more it will whet curiosity 
for Capt. Brinkley’s book, which is to be issuad 
in New-York next year. A collection so in- 
structive, well chosen, and useful as a referencs 
to the “History of Japanese Keramics” ought 
to be kept together. It is now too late, how- 
ever. Boston was given the chance to buy it, 
but delayed. It is now to be sold bit by bit, and 
instead of onea hundred collectors and virtuosos 
are about to make the teeth of their friends 
gnash together for envy when they point to 
choice bits of old Corean, Japanese, and Chinese 
discovered in the Brinkley collection.

PLYMOUTH CHURCH WILL CONTRIBUTE TO 
THE WOMEN’S ASSOCIATION, 

Mr. Beecher sat in his armchair with 
his overcoat on at the Plymouth Church week- 
ly prayer meeting Jast night, and announced 
that Mrs, A, 8.

Mrs. Quinton 
recited the wrongs and needs of the Indians and 
brought her remarks to a point by suggesting 
that Plymouth Church contribute $600 for the 
purposes of the association. Then Mr. Beecher 
stepped forward and said briskly: ** We needn't 
make two bites of a cherry. Shall we raise this 
money ?” 

Some one answered in the affirmative. 

** How shall we raise it?” asked Mr. Beecher. 
* Can we raise it by church collection ?” 

“Yes, if you lay yourself out for the occa- 
sion,” said some one in the meeting. 

“If I lay myself out I may be like the Indian’s 
blanket, too short at one end ana too long at 
the other,” replied Mr, Beecher. 

Then, when all thought he was about to close 
the meeting by giving out a hymn, Mr. Beecher 
said the address of the evening had carried bim 
back to his boyhood. He recollected well the 
old missionary school of Cornwall, Conn,, the 
earliest school instituted by the American 
church for the education of Indians, He re- 
membered the Jackson period, when the Indians 
were driver out from Georgia, and when that 
heroic old Jayman, Mr. Eyarts, father of the 
Senator trom this State, had worked powerfully 
on the conscience of the Nation in behalf of the 
Indians. He remembered old Dr. Heman Hum- 
phrey, President of Amherst College, preaching 
asermon which probably first stirred in him the 
blaze of the later abolitionist fire, the feeling of 
sympathy for the downtrodden Indian. “I 
shall be yery glad by and by,” he said. ““ayhen 
the Indians are made citizens of this country, 
and shall sit every man under hisown yine and 
his own fig tree, and shall bring himself under 
the restraints of the laws and religion of this 
land, Ido not believe the saying that the only 
good ‘injun’ is the dead ‘injun.’ That is the 
worst saying which ever fell from the lips of 
man. Ishalil be very gladto think thatin the 
last days of my ministry in this church we 
made an effort in this direction. Will you help 
me to raise this money ?”” 

“ Yes,” answered several. 

‘** Then let us sing,”* said Mr. Beecher, and they 
sang heartily.

SUGGESTIONS ABOUT CONTRACTS. 


‘GIVING HINTS‘TO THE BROOKLYN CITY’ 
FATHERS. 


The.Kings County Boaré of: Supervisors | 


has recently been troubled on acoount of the 
scarcity of bids for various works of the coun- 
ty, and a committee was appointed “to devisea 
plan or‘suggest to the board for its-adoption an 
improved system, whereby the business interests 
of.the county of Kings may be subserved so far 
as to relate to the solicitation of proposels for 
county workand the awarding of contracts or 
authorizing the performance of any work what- 
ever, to the end that the county shall gain the 
confidence of honest dealing contractors, mer- 
chants, and mechanics, thereby broadening the 
channels of competition to the exolusion of 
those who haye hitherto sought to gain ad- 
vantage for themselyes.at the expense of the tax- 
payers of the county.” Complaints had also 
been made by contractors that certain men in 
their line of business got all the jobs. 

Tho committee invited merchants, contractors, 
and material dealers to meet them last night at 
the Supervisors’ room in the County Court 


House, Brooklyn, and give their views on the 
subject. Of the committee Supervisors Theo- 
dore B. Willis, John L. Ryder, and Lester W. 
Beasley were present and a dozen contractors 
and merchants. A representative of the Havi- 
land Iron Works said a difficulty arose from the 
fact that in the contracts open to bids the mason 
and iron work were joined in one bid. A result 
of this was that an iron man might 
not be able to find a mason who would 
join him in estimates. The speaker believed 
in separating the bids, A representative of the 
Eagle Iron Company agreed with him. A gen- 
tieman from the firm of Wechsler & Abraham 
suggested that bids for their class of goods 
should not bind them for a year, but for shorter 
eriods, as articles would Fg out of style and 
ecome difficult to get. For instance, if 20,000 
yards of sheeting was wanted to be delivered in 
a year, no one would take it without at least 10 
per cent, to cover ones in price, but only 3 
per cent, would be asked if the contract was for 
amonth. He also believed samples should be 
exhibited of exactly what was to be bid for. 
John Wood, a furniture dealer, found trouble in 
getting bills passed. They went -from commit- 
tee to committee, until five or six months would 
g@o by before the money was received. There 
Was much complaint on this account, and no 
bids made often because of fear of such delay. 
Every one smiled when Michael J. Dady got 
up to express his views. He didnot believe in 
the separation plan as regards iron and mason- 
ry work, He said in such cases there was 
trouble, for when the mason was ready theiron 
man was not,and the carpenter was behind 
when both were ready. He hinted that the cer- 
tified checks put up by contractors were not 
always all right,and told of cases where bids 
had been accepted which would not pay for 
material used. Mr, Dady liked the New-York 
pian in regard to bids, Several others spoke on 
the same subjects before the committee ad- 


journed.

PASTOR BOTT AND HIS FLOCK. 


A BAPTIST COUNCIL RECOMMENDS THAT 
THEY EFFECT A RECONCILIATION. 

The committee appointed at a recent 
Council of Baptist churches in this citv to in- 
vestigate the trouble in the South Baptist 
Church Society at TottenvilJle, Staten Island, re- 
ported yesterday, at the Calvary Baptist Church, 
on West Fifty-seventh-street, the result of its 
inquiries. There wasafullattendance of Bap- 
tist clergy and laymen, and both parties to the 
Vottenville controversy were represented, Pas- 
tor Thomas B. Bott, his counsel, Mr, Thomas W. 
Butts, and Trustee John Turner, the leader of the 
opposition, being present. The Council was 


presided over by the Rev. Thomas Ar- 
mitage, of the Fifth-Avenue. Baptist Church. 
The committee reported a_ state of facts 
substantially as already reported, and recom- 
mended that Pastor Bott and his flock}find some 
means of reconciliation, if possible. The opinion 
of the committee appeared to be that while Mr. 
Bott was largely to blame for the trouble his op- 
ponents were not altogether guiltless, Mr. Bott 
was ordered to explain to the Council his actions, 
and he spoke at soineiength. He could not be 
brought to say, though earnestly pressed to do 
so, that he would abide by the recommendations 
of the Council. He declared that, believing him- 
self guiltless, he would not consent to acknowl- 
edge himself in the wrong by agreeing in ad- 
vunce to what might prove an adverse decision. 

The Council finally found that Mr. Bott had 
been guilty of representations that were not 
exactly in accordance with facts, when he 
assumed ‘the Pastorate of the Tottenville 
church, and that be was not re-elected Pastor at 
the last meeting of the chureb, called for the 
purpose of electing one, It recommended, how- 
ever, that he and his opponents try and arrange 
asettlement of their differences. Those who 
are opposed to Mr, Bott claim that this finding 
is a victory for their side, and that Mr. Bott will 
be compelled to acknowledge it as such and step 
down and out. Onthe other nand, the Pastor 
and his friends do not admit defeat, but appear 
determined to continue the struggle. It was de- 
termined to keep the proceedings of yesterday's 
meeting secret.

Ur. Wapt Hampton, of South Caro- 
lina, excited nothing but merriment in 
the Senate to-day by the introduction of 
a bill making it a misdemeanor for any 
Senator or Representative in Congress to 
recommend any one for appointment in 
the civil service, except in writing, when: 
requested to do so, and then only giving 
information as to character and capacity. 
Yet the thing thus forbidden is an un- 
doubted evil and a nuisance; it is de- 
moralizing to the members of either 
house who indulge in it; in the case of 
Senators it is simply disgraceful, be- 
cause corrupting and often corrupt, and 
Senator HamptTon’s bill would be 
heartily approved by every intelligent 
voter in the United States who is not after 
an office for himself or for some one else. 
The amusement of the Senators 1s quite 
explainable, and is, indeed, natural, for 
both the conception and the practice of 
purity and honesty in dealing with offices 
and office seeking are to them so unusual 
and incongruous as to seem grotesque. 


But their conduct is not amusing to de- ; 


cent American citizens, who have not the 
slightest sympathy with the reverend 
seignors’ merriment or with the vulgar 
and contemptible habit of thought and 
action from which it springs. 








Mr. RANDALL suffered a crushing de-} 
feat in the House yesterday.

The feeling against Land Commissioner 
SpaRKs and his rulings is said to be in- 


pealing to Senators and Representatives 
for help. Senator SHERMAN and Senator 
LoGaN have already assured them that 
their complaints will be considered in 
connection with Commissioner SPARKS’s 
confirmation, both forgetting that the 
Commissioner was confirmed last Spring 
before the Senate adjourned. It is curious 
that, although the land question is 
one concerning which the people 
of Dakota feel deeply and _ are 
easily excited, no one has_ ever 
heard of an indignation meeting held in 
that region for the purpose of denouncing 
the thieves and perjurers who have fraud- 
ulently taken possession of so much land 
in the Territory. That these thieves are 
there numerous is established by many 
official reports sent to Congress by Mr. 
SparkKs’s Republican predecessor, who 
was of the opinion that about 75 per cent. 
of the entries in Dakota were fraudulent. 
What do the worthy settlers of Dakota 
think of these scoundrels? Why don’t 
they assist the Government in driving the 
rascals out? 








Expert accountant YAaLDEN presented to 
the Senate committee yesterday his state- 
ment regarding the profits which the stock- 
holders in the New-York Gas Company 
have derived from this community since 
1823 on the moderate investment of $750,- 
000. That amount only was paid on the 
original capital stock of $1,000,000. Up to 
1871 dividends had been paid aggregating 
$11,714,078 50, and in that year the nom- 
inal capital was swelled to $4,000,000 by 
the process of carrying undivided surplus 
earnings to capital account, so that the ap- 
parent dividend might be calculated for 
$4,000,000 instead of $1,000,000, and ap- 
pear to be only one-fourth as great as it 
actually was. From 1871 to 1884 the div- 
idends amounted to $3,520,000, and $40,000 
of assets were distributed after the con- 
solidation. In the newconcern the stock- 
holders of the old New-York Company re- 
ceived $7,600,000 of stock, on which 7 per 
cent..has been paid. Thus their entire 
cash and stock benefits from the original 
investment of $750,000 amount to $22,171,- 
836 69. The whole history of the gaslight 
companies of this city is one of extortion 
upon the public for the enormous profit 
of the lucky holders of gas stock, 











The promptness with which the bill 
granting a pension of $5,000 a year to the 
widow of Gen. GRANT has passed both 
houses of Congress with an entire absence 
of debate and a practically unanimous 
vote makes the act conspicuously grace- 
ful. The only negative vote came from a 
Republican member of the House from 
Wisconsin, whose reasons for casting it 
remained buried in his own bosom. 








There is nothing in the story of an at- 
tempt by two adventurers to extort money 
from the Prince of WaLgs to warrant the 
** belief,’ cabled with it, ‘‘that important 
disclosures may be made when the case 
comes before the court for investigation.’, 
On the face of it itis simply an impudent 
attempt to play upon the fears of a rich 
man. In New-York a conspicuous million- 
aire would be chosen for such a purpose. 
In London the Prince of WALES appears 
to have been selected on the same principle, 
simply because he is rich and conspicuous, 
and the selection to have been wholly 
without ‘‘political significance.” The 
faculty of finding. mares’ nests seems to be 
possessed in equal measure by the detect- 
ive forces of all countries. 








THE: VETERANS AND THE CIVIL 
SERVICE. : 


The question of the privileges that shall 
be accorded to the honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors of the Union Army 
and Navy in the late warin the matter 
of appointments to the civil service in 
this State is certainly important in many 
regards. There is no question that the 
sentiment of the people is overwhelming- 
ly in favor of the employment of veterans 
where they are equally fit for place in 
preference to any others. And this senti- 
ment is a perfectly just one. Public em- 
ployment in the abstract is simply the 
means by which the general public gets cer- 
tain services performed, and it is the right 
of the public as an employer to get -the 
best services it can at the lowest price. 
But in the abstract this is equally true of 
private employment, yet every one knows 
that in the great majority of cases private 
employment is influenced more or less by 
considerations secondary to and apart 
from mere fitness for the work. It is fre- 
quently and naturally given to friends or 
relatives, and still more frequently to old 
and tried employés, when in mere Ca- 
pacity others might excel them. In a 
greater degree public employment is re- 
garded as something besides a mere busi- 
ness arrangement, and not one man in 
fifty would deny that, other things being 
equal, the honorably discharged veterans 
of the war should have such public office 
as they may seek. 

What has raised much discussion of 
this subject is the attempt made in the 
State Legislature by an intriguing and 
demagogic politician from Brooklyn, 
named Ear, to secure the exemption 
of all veterans from any examination 
whatever.

Earv’s bill was 
vigorously opposed by some of the most 
distinguished veterans in the Legislature, 
who claimed, and justly, that they repre- 
sented the views of the great body of their 
associates. But there is still a feeling 
among the veterans that they should have 
a more substantial privilege than that of 
being preferred only above those who 
stand just equal with them on the eligi- 
ble lists made up from examinations., 
Under the State law, as it is now admin- 
istered, that is the measure of advantage 
obtained. For instance, a veteran who 
stands among the first three on the list is 
entitled to preference, but if he be fourth 
on the list he is not. 

We confess that we-should be glad to 
see the veterans as a class decline any. 
greater privilege than this, From our 
observation of the results of examina- 
tions we believe that they would sacri- 
fice very little in doing so, and we think 
that the little they would sacrifice would 
be more,than made up by the conscious- 
ness that they had sought no special com- 
pensation for their unselfish service in 
time of war. That would be a noble and 
self-respecting view to take, and we know 
that many, very many, soldiers do take it, 
and are indignant that they should be sus- 
pected of taking any other. But at the 
same time a large number of the veterans, 
and a still larger proportion of the pub- 
lic, do not take this view, but hold that 
the veterans ought to have a more substan- 
tial advantage. These are represented by 
the veteran organization which has asked 
Mr. WaLTeER Howe to draw up and the 
Executive Committee of the Civil Service 
Association to consider the bill we pub- 
ljshed yesterday. This bill, in effect, asks 
that where there are veterans who pass 
the minimum requirement in the ex- 
amination and obtain a marking of 170, 
the one among them standing high- 
est shall be appointed, and if there 
be but one, then he shall be appointed. 
This we understand to be the effect of the 
bill according to the able and experienced 
lawyer and Jegislator who drafted it. ‘So 
far as it requires the appointment of one 
veteran, if he be the only one on the 
eligible list, we think there is room for 
doubt as to the constitutionality of the 
law. We doubt if the Legislature can 
lawfully destroy entirely the discretion of 
the appointing officer by imperatively di- 
recting the selection of one man, no mat- 
ter by what method he may be brought 
before him. 

If the constitutionality of this provision 
be found sufficiently doubtful to make its 
abandonment doubtful, we believe the re- 
maining provision might safely and prop- 
erly be approved. The only serious ob- 
jection to it is that it impairs the perfect 
operation of the competitive principle, 
and so it does, because practically it con- 
fines the competition to veterans, where 
these are able to pass the minimum grade. 
But it preserves the principle as_be- 
tween the veterans. It is also claimed 
that this exception would be a precedent 
for excepting other classes. It would be 
an excuse fer doing so, but a very lame 
excuse, for the simple and conclusive rea- 
son, that no other class could offer any- 
thing like the same grounds for excep- 
tion in its favor. There has been but one 
struggle for national existence in our 
generation, and those who fought it out 
to victory stand apart, absolutely and un- 
approachably distinct from any other 
class whatever. 








THE VETO OF ITEMS. 


1t is reported that Mr. RANDALL, con- | 
vinced that the rules of the House are to 
be so amended as to take the control of 
appropriations from the hands of a single 
committee, proposes to bring forward an 
amendment to the Constitution giving the 
President power to veto separate items in 
appropriation bills while approving of the 
remainder. There could be no more ef- 
fective means provided for checking ex- 
travagant appropriations, and it is to be 
hoped that Mr. RaNnDALu has the inten- 
tion which is credited to him, and that he 
will use all the influence and skill that 
experience has given him to _ carry 
such an amendment through. A propo- 
sition of this kind has been made 
before, but it has never had the ad- 
vantage of championship by a prominent 
member, and it has been impossible to se- 
cure for it any serious attention. If Mr. 
RANDALL takes it up in earnest and presses 
it with zeal and skill he may compel the 
House to devote to it the consideration 
which its importance demands. If he 
should succeed in getting it through that 
branch, to which the initiative in making 
appropriations belongs, the Senate would 
be very likely to concur. We imagine 
that the only difficulty in the way of such 
an amendment lies in Congress, and that 
if it should be submitted to the Legisla- 
tures of the States for ratification it would 
secure the approval of the requisite num- 
ber. 

The argument in favor of conferring 
upon the President the power to veto 
items of appropriations is a very strong 
one. The Governor of this State has ex- 
ercised a similar power for many years, 
and the benefits are so generally rec- 
ognized that a proposition to take it away 
would receive practically no support what- 
ever. It centres upon the Executive a 
responsibility so direct and undivided in 
regard to extravagant or unnecessary ap- 
propriations that it is generally exercised 
with great care, and in no respect have 
the recent Governors of this State gained 
so much prestige as in the unflinching use 
of this power. The benefit is not confined 
to the direct saving occasioned by actual 
vetoes, but it begets in the Legislature a 
care and prudence in the preparation of 
bills which would not be exercised but for 
the exposure which is made when the 


Governor gives his reasons for withhold- ° 


ing approval. 
The need of this power at the national 


capital is much greater than in any~ 


State, and its utility would be correspond- 
ingly greater. There are many local and 
special interests constantly striving to 
secure appropriations that are needless or 
excessive. Their advocates are apt to 
unite their efforts, and members of Con- 
greas are induced to vote for appropria- 


those they do believe in. Even the most 
useful and necessary appropriations are 
made dependent upon the accept- 
ance of questionable items by the atti- 
tude of those who are banded together 
in support of their special schemes. An 
appropriation bill once passed, almost at 
the close of the session, as is apt to be the 
case with the more important bills of this 
class, the President is virtually deprived 
of all power of disapproval by the fact 
that if the bill is not promptly signed ap- 
propriations essential to the conduct of 
the Government must fail. If he had the 
power to cut out items of which he did 
not approve, he could not only prevent 
many extravagant and unnecessary ex- 


rolling would be broken up and the an- 
ticipation of vetoes would enforce more 
economy and care in the preparation and 
consideration of appropriation bills. 

There can be no opposition to the 
change based upon an honest regard for 
the interests of the public. Opposition 
can spring only from a desire to retain in 
Congress the opportunity to promote job- 
bery and extravagance by binding them 
up with necessary provisions for the pub- 
lic service. Responsibility for wasteful 
expenditures is so divided in Congress 
that it seldom presses upon individual 
members with sufficient force to be felt. 
If it could be concentrated upon the 
President after appropriation bills have 
reached his hands it could be made 
effective and objectionable items 
would be separated from the _ rest 
and sent back for reconsideration 
under the necessity of a two-thirds vote 
of both houses to make them effective. 
This would certainly have a most con- 
servative and salutary effect. 

Not many members of either house are 
likely to avow the real motive for opposing 
a constitutional amendment like that sug- 
gested, and as the arguments touching the 
interests of the people are all in its favor, 
it is not unlikely that if it is pressed with 
vigor and persistency by a few resolute 
men under the lead of an able and ex- 
perienced parliamentarian like Mr. Ran- 
DALL it will pass through the process 
necessary to get it before the people of

HOME RULE FOR IRELAND. 


The article from the Dublin Freeman's 
Journal, which is supposed to have been 
inspired by PARNELL, and some extracts 
from which were cabled to yesterday’s 
New-York papers, is really the most en- 
couraging symptom of Irish feeling that 
has been iaanifested for a long time. 
An organ of Irish opinion ‘“‘ beseeching 
Irishmen” to ‘“‘ remember Mr. GLADSTONE’S 
difficulties,” or the difficulties of any other 
Englishman who is working out a plan for 
the settlement of the Irish question, makes 
an entirely novel appeal. The making of 
it shows that a spirit of conciliation in 
England is likely to be met by a spirit of 
fairness in Ireland. 

THe Times pointed out the other day 
that the main obstacle in the way of Mr. 
GLADSTONE’S project was likely to be the 
question of the Irish tariff. . That predic- 
tion has already been verified. The arti- 
cle in the Freeman’s Journal, proposing 
to buy out the landlords by an annuity, 
relies upon ‘‘the encouragement of Irish 
industries which English legislation and 
unfair competition by English capitalists 
have destroyed” to provide the means of 
paying that annuity. Of course that 
“encouragement” is to be given by a sys- 
tem of bounties, either voted directly or 
produced by protective duties upon com- 
peting English goods. Mr. GLADSTONE 
himself specifies as the main difficulties in 
the way of a practicable scheme of home 
rule the questions of ‘“‘commerce and 
police.” 

Now, there is no question of the justice 
of the complaint made by the Freeman’s 
Journal that Irish industries have been 
destroyed by English legislation, though 
what it means by ‘ unfair competition” 
apart from this legislation it is difficult to 
make out. When England was a protec- 
tionist country the power of the Legisla- 
ture was remorselessly and repeatedly 
used at the instance of British manufact- 
urers to crush out the infant industries 
of Ireland. Since England ceased to 


tries have not revived, To foreign- 
ers this fact may indicate that 
the conditions for the development 
of manufactures do not exist in Ireland. 
But tothe Irish people the inference is 
that the industries are to be revived by a 
reversal of the process that destroyed 
them, and that as they were crushed by 
hostile legislation so they are to be re- 
paired by friendly legislation, which of 
course means legislation hostile to British 
interests. An avowal of this purpose, or 
a revelation of it, would array the Eng- 
lish manufacturers almost solidly against 
any scheme which gave Ireland the 
right to frame its own tariff, and

The manufacturers, indeed, have 
already taken the alarm. It seems odd 
that a scheme of home rule so moder- 
ate and conservative as to enlist the sym- 
pathies of Whigs like Mr. GoscHEN and 
Lord GRANVILLE should excite the op- 
position of a Radical like Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN, upon the ground that it threatened 
‘* the integrity of the empire.” But if we 
assume that Mr. CHAMBERLAIN in this op- 
position takes the point of view of a 
Birmingham manufacturer rather than of 
a British Radical the opposition becomes 
intelligible, and the vague phrase of the 
‘integrity of the empire” takes on a 
specific meaning if it is translated into the 
English contro! of the Irish market, 


The data are not at hand for estimating 
what the Irish trade is now worth which 
an Irish Parliament, clothed with the 
power of commercial legislation, would 
no doubt set itself to diminishing. And, 
indeed, that is not the question. After 
carrying on petty wars in several con- 
tinents to extend British markets, it is 
not likely that the British manufacturers 
will consent to the conversion into a for- 
eign market of what has heretofore been 
part of the home market. Whether the

‘prospects of Mr. GLADSTONE’S project or 


any other project of home rule, One or 
two of Mr: ParNE.’s lieutenants have 
bluntly declared that they will not con-. 
sent to awaiver. The article in the Free- 
man’s Journal does not lay down the 
right to enact a tariff as an indispensa- 
ble condition of home rule, but argues 
the point, as we have seen, and endeavors 
to show that such a right is. necessary to 
providing the means to buy out the land- 
lords. 

This argument is calculated to gain the 


favor of the English landed interest while 


it repels the English manufacturing inter- 
est. The great Irish landholders, it is to 
be borne in mind, are great English land- 

holders also. But their political influence 
is constantly diminishing, while the polit- 
ical influence of the manufacturers is con- 

stantly increasing. Besides, most of the 

Irish landlords are in such a situation that 
an actual confiscation of their Irish lands 

would not make very much practical dif-. 
ferenceto them, Under any arrangement 
likely to be proposed they will be no worse 

off than they have been ever since the Land 

League was formed. ‘ Afflictions induce 

callosities,” and they would rather take 

their chance of securing indemnity from 
the British Treasury for their losses in Ire- 

land than to look for reimbursemement 
to an Irish Parliament, with or without 

the power of raising revenue by a tariff. 

The proposition that is most likely to suc- 

ceed will be the transfer of Ireland to the 

Irish, subject to a mortgage for the pur- 

chase money, of which the principal is 
not to be demanded so long as the interest 
is paid. Even in case of a default in the 
payment of interest it would probably be 

cheaper for the British taxpayer to satisfy 

British creditors than for him to attempt 
the collection of the interest from an. 
Irish Government. 

The indignant squeakings of the Eng- 
lish Conservative press may safely be dis- 
regarded. The grant of local self-govern- 
ment to Ireland does not, as one of these 
journals declares, threaten a civil war. 
‘‘Smothered war” has been the relation 
between England and Ireland for more 
than acentury. During that period the 
conviction has steadily been gaining, 
until if amounts to an-axiom with all 
adult inhabitants of civilized coun- 
tries, that a community numerous 
enough, homogeneous enough, and sepa- 
rated from. their neighbors by sharp 
enough lines of demarkation to constitute 
a nation, are entitled to govern themselves, 
even if, in the estimation of other people, 
they govern themselves unwisely. That 
is the consideration which will ultimately 
control the settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion, whatever difficult questions of 
detail may arise, or however the project 
for securing local self-government may 
seem to endanger the interests of English 
landlords or the interests of English man- 
ufacturers. 








THE CASE AGAINST WALSH. 


The proceedings in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions on Thursday last with refer- 
ence to GEORGE S. WALSH cannot be re- 
garded with satisfaction by the law-abid- 
ing citizens of New-York. On the night 
of March 28, 1884, WaLsH entered the 
house at No. 206 West Twenty-first- 
street and shot its occupant, Mrs. 
Laura M. THorp. He was slightly 
acquainted with this woman, and 
it is stated that the purpose of his 
visit was to bring about a reconciliation 
between her andone of his friends. The 
reports published at the time indicate that 
he quarreled with her in her parlor and 
shot her there. He was arrested. Mrs. 
THORP’S life was saved with difficulty. 
For a time it was thought that she could 
not survive, and her ante-mortem state- 
ment was taken to be used in prosecuting 
WALSH. 

Nearly twenty months had elapsed 
when WALSH was brought to trial. Dur- 
ing this time he had been at liberty on 
bail, He had been indicted upon the 
charge of assault with intent to kill. 
Mrs. THORP desired to testify against him 
and was ready to tell her story in court. 
But neither her testimony nor that of any 
other person was required. WALSH with- 
drew his plea of not guilty to the main 
charge, pleaded guilty to a charge of as- 
sault with intent to do bodily harm— 
assault in the second degree—and escaped 
with the nominal punishment of a fine 
of $1,000. 

The plea presented by the defendant's 
counsel deserves some attention. It was 
urged that a trial would bring to light 
facts that in the interest of public moral- 
ity ought to be concealed. We do not 
know what those facts were, but if their 
disclosure would have established a motive 
for the shooting, and in that way shown 
that WaLsH’s purpose was to kill Mrs, 
THORP, they should have been presented in 
support of the indictment. A disclosure 
of immoral relations existing between 
the parties in this case and other persons, 
if bearing upon the crime, would not have 
wrought so much harm upon society as 
the action on the part of the court 
and the District Attorney by means of 
which WALSH escaped the punishment he 
deserved. And the District Attorney ap- 
pears to have entered the same plea, and 
to have publicly discredited the people’s 
chief witness, Mrs. THORP. Conviction 
even upon a charge of assault in the sec- 
ond degree may carry with it imprison- 
ment, but the defendant’s counsel urged 
that a fine would be sufficient, and the 
District Attorney assented to this. 

But the most remarkable observations 
were those made by Judge GILDERSLEEVE. 
We find it stated in the reports that he 
informed the prisoner that while his 
prompt conviction a year and a half ago 
might have had some effect upon the 
criminal classes, the effect at this late day 
would be very slight; also, that because | 
of the long delay in bringing the case to 
trial the public had very little interest in 
the case. There may have been truth in 
these assertions, but why should they 
have been allowed to work for the benefit , 
of this man whose guilt was clear and con- 
fessed? And why should the officers of the 
law set up their own delays in mitigation 
of a prisoner’s offense? The Judge also 
laid some emphasis upon the statement |

though he did not forget to add that this 
was no excuse. Still, he held it had a 
bearing upon his intent. Butif the case 
had been tried some very interesting evi- 
dence to show what WaLsu’s intent was 
might have been produced. The Judge 
was very sure that there was no prob- 
ability that WaLsH would become a 
criminal. But what is a criminal? 
If he can escape after every crime 
of this kind with-a fine he will not 
earn the title by penitentiary service. 
Mrs. THORP tells a Sun reporter that she 
was very much astonished, and that the 
sentence seems to her ridiculous. ‘‘ They 
did not dare to put me on the stand asa 
witness,” she is reported as saying, and 
she hints that some one sent WaLSH to 
her house to shoot her. As for Mrs, 
THORP’s career in this city, we fail to see 
how it can be urged in mitigation of 
Watlsnh’s crime. And no evidence con- 


cerning her had been laid before the court. 


Some weeks ago one FRANK BROWER 
shot and killed Mrs. ELizaBeTH HEALEY 


_at her home in this city. He was tried, 


anda jury found him guilty of man- 
slaughter in the second degree. The in- 
dignant Judge berated the jury and at- 


tempted to make up for its curious lenien-: 


cy by the sentence which he imposed. In 
the case of WaLsH it was the Judge and 
the prosecutor who were lenient. We 
hardly think that with a jury WaLsH 
would have fared so well.

by Mayor GRACE against the Excise Com- 
missioners is laboriously going over pre- 
cisely the same ground that was covered 
by the Senate committee. The charges 
were based on evidence already taken and 
sworn to, and they are to be sustained by 
practically the same evidence taken over 
again for the special satisfaction of the 
Governor, unless, indeed, he expects 
to weaken it as a means of let- 
ting the Commissioners out. The 
counsel for Mr. MITCHELL appears to 
be catching at straws, as when he 
brings out the fact that Commissioner 
Morris did not always call the attention 
of his colleagues to his protests, written 
conspicuously in red ink on the back of 
the applications for licenses.

Last evening's representation of “Lohen«e 


grin” at the Metropolitan Opera House brought 
together an assemblage that filled the auditori- 
um. Wagner’s best known and still popular 
work was sung by the same artists that appeared 
in it at the outset of the present season, and the 
performance yesterday differed in no essential 
respect from that with which the currentiseries 
of entertainments was begun. As to balance 
and smoothness and in point of scenic attire, no 
more praiseworthy rendering of “* Lohengrin™ 
bas been offered in this city since the initial pro- 
duction of the opera 15 years ago. Persons 
that take their pleasure fitfully, and, 
in the language of the French t, 
bave a fondness for delightful momenta 
bought at the expense of disagreeable half 
hours, may recall past representations through 
individual personations of extraordinary brill- 
jancy, but there is no recora of a more symmet- 
rical exposition of the familiar story and score 
than is now offered at the Metropolitan. On the 
occasion under notice, as before, Herr Stritt 
was Lohengrin, Herr Fischer the King, Herr 
Robinson; Telramund, Frau Krauss Elsa, and 
Friiulein Brandt Ortrud. Herr Stritt's voice 
scarcely coramends the tenor to admiration, put 
his portrayal of Lohengrin is studied, elaborate. 
and proportionately impressive. The efforts of 
the remaining artists need no further reference.

BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 

The public rehearsal preliminary to this 
evening’s concert of the Brooklyn Philhar- 
monic Society occurred at the Academy of 
Music, in Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon. ‘The 
Messiah” was sung, the list of soloists 
including Mme. Fursch-Madi, Miss Char- 
lotte Walker, Miss Emily Winant, M. Sylva, 
and Mr. Myron W. Whitney, and the 
Philharmonic chorus and orchestra lent, as 
heretofore, their aid to the performance. The 
interpretation of “*The Messiah” was not par- 
ticularly felicitous. The chorus was not well 
balanced, its attack was often uncertain, 
and its work generally. somewhat - spirit- 
less. The orchestra was not at its 
bestand its playing was wholly devoid of its 
usual brilliancy. The soloists appeared to ba 
affected by the same hidden cause that diffused 
a sort of all-pervading listiessness, and although 
portions of the performance were applauded, 
the impression of the concert as a whole 
was not profound. M. Sylva was not 
in good voice, and Mr. Whitney has lost 
much ground since his last efforts in this vicin- 
ity. Mme. Fursch-Madi’s vibrant tones and 
senuine feeling were revealed throughout her 
task, but the gratification derived from this 
artist’s most successful achievements in ora- 
torio bears no comparison to that given 
by her exertions on the stage or in 
concerts devoted to music of a different order. 
Miss Walker's voice, although jacking richness, 
would be valuable to an experienced songst 
but is ,used, just now, with little skill. Mi 
Winant’s numbers, which were sung with muck 
expression, elicited hearty plaudits. The audk

A HINT TO HESS AND LOEW. 
CuicaGo, Dec. 18.—There are, as nearly: 
as can be estimated, about 15,000 miles of wired 
in Chicago used by the telegraph, telephone, 
and electric light companies, besides countlesg 
private lines. According to the reports received 
by Mr. Barrett, the city electrician, from the 


various companies last December, there were 
shown to be about 1,100 miles of wire under. 
ground. Since then the work has been actively 
going on, and during the present year about 
three times that amount bave been put out of 
sight. At present the wires belonging to the 
city, the Postal, and Bankers and Merchants* 
Telegraph, besides tnose of a number of electric 
light companies, are under ground, and the 
poies from which they hung are being cut down. 
The Western Union Company is placing its wires 
in pipes as rapidly as possible. 

Mr. Barrett says the underground idea is 
spreading throughout the country, and the in- 
sulating factories are in consequence pushed 
to the utmost capacity to supply the immense’ 
demand, some of them being at least six months 
behind in their oraers. In his opinion the com- 
panies are doing all in their power to live up to 
the ordinance, and that by May 1 ali the wire 
in the business portion of the city will be un~ 
der ground, though it will probably take at least 
ten years to place all the wires throughout the 
city there.

GREAT PROFITS IN 


FIGURES WHICH SURPRISED THE 

SENATE COMMITTEE. 

EXPERT YALDEN SHOWING THE AGGREGATE 
BENEFIT DERIVED FROM THE ORIGINAL 
INVESTMENT TO BE NEARLY $80,000,000. 


Facts showing the large benefits enjoyed 
by the stockholders of thee New-York Gaslight 
Company—the oldest gas company in this city— 
were stated to the Senate Gas Investigating 
Committee by Expert James Yalden yesterday. 
That company started in 1823 with a capital 
stock of $1,000,000, of which only one-fifth was 
paid up at the time. Subsequently enough more 
cash was paid in by the stockholders to make the 
total amount paid $750,000. On the amount thus 
invested dividends aggregating $11,714,078 50 
were divided up to the year 1871. Inthe year 
last, mentioned $3,000,000 was diverted from the 
surplus profits for the purpose of increasing the 
capital stock to $4,009,000. The large surplus 
profits necessary to create this new capital were 
nominally made up by appreciation of the vaiue 

_Of the real estate, plant, &c., “* but,” the expert 
remarked, “the grounds or basis of such in- 
crease do not appear.” 

From 1871 to 1884 the New-York Company dis- 
tributed $3,520,000 among its stockholders in 
dividends, and afurther dividend was paid out 
of the assets of the company after the consoli- 
dation aggrezating $40,000. The stock and assets 
of the New-York Company were turned into the 
Consolidated Company in exchange for $7,600,000 
of newstock. The stockholdersof the New- 
York Company have, therefore, received from 
their original investment of $750,000 cash and 
stock benefits amounting to $22,171,336 69. Mr. 
Yalden said: “This company was many years 
ago in the habit of transferring from their profit 
and loss account sundry items to provide for 
depreciation and wear and tear of property 
which, ia the aggregate, amounted to 647,- 
258 19. Finally this was written back by appre- 
ciation tothe Consolidated Company. It isin 
fact the surplus profits of the company beyond 
the stock capital account.” Since the consoli- 
dation the ew-York stockholders have re- 
ceived $529,200 in dividends on their consolidated 
stock, which is 7 percent. on their new stock 
aud equivalent to about 70 per cent. on the 
money actually invested. ' 

David Palmer, Cashier of the City National 

nk, was examined regarding a call loan of 

$300,000 made by that bank to the Consolidated 
Gas Company in October. He said that he 
could not tell whether or not the money was 
borrowed to pay the last semi-annual dividend 
‘declared by the gas company. The Consolidated 
Company deposits in the City Bank, and Cashier 
Palmer admitted that he charged the loan off 
the books to the company’s deposit account 
yesterday morning after receiving his subpcena 
to appear before the committee. 

James W. Smith, Treasurer of the Consolidat- 
ed Gas Company, told the committee that the 
annual general oflice expenses of that corpora- 
tion would not exceed $75,000. The salaries of 
President Roome, Vice-Presidents Lees and 
Zollikoffer, and Treasurer Smith are $10,000 
each, The Directors get $10 apiece for each 
meeting that they attend. Mr. Smith testified 
that since Oct. 2 the loan of $300,000 obtained by 
the company from the City Bank had been paid 
by the bank charging that amount to the com- 
pany’s deposit account. 

** Did your company’s deposit account in the 
City Bank exceed $300,000 this morning?” asked 
Gen. Treggain. 

“Ido know,” replied Mr. Smith, “I pre- 
6ume it did.” 

“ Why was that note for $300,000 paid off this 
morning ?” asked the counsel. = 

“I couldn’t say, Sir,’’ said Mr. Smith. 

The witness turther stated that there were 

ot the company’s notes outstanding, 
aring interest at 4 per cent. These notes were 
held by the City Bank, and were discounted 
pbout three daysago, They are tobe paid off 
outot thecurrent receipts at stated periods 
after Jan. 10. Thereis a written piedge to that 
effect. This $600,000 was botrowed to meet im- 
mediate obligations, and to replace other 
moneys that had been used. The “ immediate 
obligations” included the purchase of suppiies 
andthe use of money to pay dividends. The 
loan was effected partly in anticipation of the 
company’s current receipts. 

*Did you not anticipate the profits of the 
company in borrowing this money ?” asked Gen. 
Tremain. 

**No, Sir, I deny that. We made the loan ex- 
pecting to pay it out of the future earnings.” 

Expert Yalden submitted a condensed tabu- 
lated atetement showing the result of his exam- 
ination of the books of the six companies that 
went into the consolidation scheme. From this 
Btatement the committee ascertained tbat since 
the consolidation there had been a diminution 
In the estimated value of the actual assets of 
the constituent companies amounting to $2,139,- 

Mr. Yalden stated that the total benefits up 
to date derived from the moneys originaliy in- 
vested in the gas properties of the six constitu- 
ent companies aggregated $79,418,703. 

“What does that $79,418,703 include?” asked 
Senator Gilbert. 

“It includes the actual cash paid in dividends, 
the surplus earnings divided since the consoli- 
flation, and the difference between the par vaiue 
pf the present consolidated stock and the par 
value of the aggregate stock of the constituent 
vompanies before the consolidation.” 

* This $79,418,703 does not, then, include the 
$15,459,000 which was the par value of the aggre- 
gate stock of the constituent companies prior to 
the consolidation ?” asked Senator Gilbert. 

** No, Sir,” replied Mr. Yalden. 

“*Then the benefits derived, added to what the 
gas shareholders have now got to show for their 
investments, amount to about $95,000,000?" 
asked Senator Gilbert. 

** That is correct,’’ said the expert.

THE CONDITION OF TRADE. 

Statements concerning the business out- 
jook will appear in Bradstreet’s of to-day com- 
posed of special telegrams from leading busi- 
ness centres throughout the country. From 
these statements it appears that merchants gen- 


erally feel confident that the new year will 
bring a better demand, which fact imparts a 
firm tone to most markets. At Chicago the dis- 
tribution of woolens and other seasonable 
staples has felt the declining demand most.

Scarcely any export de- 
‘mand tor wheat exists. .Tidewater prices here 
are about 12 cents per bushe! higher than a year 
ago, while English wheat is selling but 1 cent 
bigher. .Inmdia and Russia are therefore making 
contracts to deliver wheat in the United King- 
dom next Spring and Summer without serious 
competition from the United States.

JUSTICE WITH MERCY. 


DEATH AND DISEASE AS MEDIATORS IN THE 
COURTS OF ORANGE COUNTY. 


Mrmpp.eTown, N. Y., Dec, 18.—Two im- 
portant cases, which were on the criminal calen- 
dar of the Orange County courts for trial during 
the present term, have been brought to a sud- 
den and sensational termination before a wit- 
ness was Called in either case. One of these 
cases was “The People against Charles Lester.” 
The defendant, who is familiarly known as 
“ Brick” Lester, lived in this village. He was 
noted for his good looks and fine physique. 
James Brazee and his young and handsome wife 
lived in a pretty cottage in Middletown in good 
style. Mrs. Brazee was the daughter of a prom- 
inent citizen of Delaware County. Her husband 


was a conductor on the New-York, Ontario and 
Western Railroad. Lester and Brazee were 
friends, and the former was a frequent 
caller at the latter’s house. Last Spring 
Brazee became suspicious that an un- 
due intimacy existed between Lester and 
Mrs. Brazee. One night in May he left home 
ostensibly to taxe his train over the road as 
usual. Instead of doing so he obtained a sub- 
stitute, and at a late hour returned to his house. 
Gaining an entrance quietly, he went to his 
wife’s pedchamber. The door was locked. He 
burst it in and found Lester and Mrs. Brazee 
together. He seized Lester, and during the 
struggle that ensued between them Mrs. Brazee 
placed a revolver in Lester’s hand and told him 
to shoot her husband. Lester fired and shot 
Brazee in the leg. He then maae his escape from 
the house with but little clothing on bis person. 
The night was raw and chilly, and before Lester 
could reach shelter he contracted a cold, from 
which he was suffering severely when arrested 
the next day. He was placed in Goshen Jail to 
await the result of Brazee’s wound. Brazee re- 
covered, but in default of bail Lester was — in 
ail. Mrs. Brazee went home to her father’s 
ouse. 

The cold that Lester caught on the night of 
his flight from Brazee’s house developed into 
consumption, and when he was brought into 
court yesterday he was barely recognizable by 
persons who had known him well. He was wast- 
ed almost to a skeleton and coughed constantly. 
His counsel read affidavits made by Drs. Pell, 
Jessup, and Robinson stating that if kept in 
confinement Lester could not live two months. 
After a consultation of counsel the court agreed 
to accept for the prisoner a plea of guilty of as- 
sault in the third degree and to suspend sen- 
tence. The plea was accordingly made. Char- 
itable people intend to send Lester to St. Luke’s 
Hospital in New-York City. Under the best of 
treatment his life cannot be prolonged more 
than afew months. Brazee has been granted a 
divorce from his wife. 

The other case referred to was that of *“* The 
People against Wilbur Wood, John Gannon, 
George Doubieday, and others,” charged with 
riot. The parties are trom Mountainville. Gan- 
non lived with his wife near W. H. Conkling’s 
farm. Conkling is a well-to-do widower, and a 
few months ago Gannon’s young wife left her 
husband and went to live with Conkling. This 
aroused the indignation of the neighbors, and 
one night Gannon, Doubleday, Wood, and two 
others went to Conkling’s house with the in- 
tention of taking him and Mrs. Gannon out and 
riding them ona rail out of the neighborhood. 
The men first made a great noise and racket 
about Conkling’s farm, and then proceeded to 
the more serious part of the night's work. They 
broke into the house, but being met by Conkling 
witt ashotgun they dispersed. Conkling had 
warrants issued for the arrest of the party the 
next day on a charge of riot. They gave bail to 
appear tor trial. When the case was called, early 
in the session, Wood was not present. As it was 
known that he was to be there when the case 
was called, it was postponed to ascertain the rea- 
son of his absence. Yesterday the counse: for 
the defendants received a telegram from Wood. 
It stated that he and the father of the prisoner 
Doubleday were about to board an Erie train 
at Mountainville on their way to the 
trial at Goshen when old Mr. Doubleda 
Was run over by the cars and instantly killed. 
The telegram was read in court. The defendant, 
Doubleday’s son, was in court, and fainted when 
he heard of his father’s death. This unexpected 
incident called a consultation of counsel, and an 
agreement was made that if Wood and Gannon 
would plead guilty a nolle prosequi would be is- 
sued in the case of young Doubleday. The 
court accepted the compromise, and when Wood 
appeared in court he and Gannon made the plea. 
Wood was fined $25, and Gannon was fined 6. 
cents. Doubleday was discharged. Conkling 
and Mr. Gannon are still living together.

Mowrerey, Mexico, Dec. 18.—The where- 
abouts of ex-Gov. Sepulveda has not beep gen- 
erally known for the past few days, and it was 
supposed among many of fiis friends that he 
was confining himself to the privacy of his resi- 
dence. The fact now leaks out thatihe is a pris- 
oner in the military guardhouse by order of the 
Federal Government.

CLOSING MISSION LABORS 


THE REV. MR. AITKEN’S - FARE- 
WELL ADDRESSES. 

4 TOPIC SUGGESTED BY A LETTER RECEIVED 
BY THE CLERGYMAN—HIS FUTURE 
MOVEMENTS JN THIS COUNTRY. 

The pews and aisles of old Trinity were 
flied with commercial men yesterday at the: 
furewell service of the series of noon mission 
meetings that the Rev. Mr. Aitken has been con- 
ducting there for three weeks. The assemblage 
was in many respects a remarkable one, made up 
mainly of prosperous looking men from busy 
counting rooms, though there were many clerks 
and a few men whose hands were hardened with 
labor. Mr. Aitken was very much affected by a 
letter that he had received from a man who had 
been attending the mission services, and a por- 
tion of which the minister read from the pulpit. 
The writer said that he had sent the commtnica- 
tion in hope that Missioner Aitken would ap- 
peal to the merchants of New-York to desist 
from spreading pitfalls at the feet of young men 
in their employ. 

The writer said that from the time he was 15 
gears old until be reached the age of 37 he was 
in the employ of a large importing house in this 
city. It was considered part of his duties to 
entertain customers from various parts of the 
country when they came to New-York to buy 
goods and show them the town. The jollity be- 
gan with a bottle or two of wine, usually fol- 
jJowed by a dinner, a theatre, and then a round 
of dissipation in what are known as fast houses. 
The writer was instructed by his firm, he said, 
to always bave $100 in his pocket ready to de- 
fray any expenses that might arise in this way. 
Some clerks with whom he was acquainted who 
looked after the same hospitalities for the cus- 
tomers of other houses had instructions to draw 


carte blanche upon the cashier for their ex- 
penses, and the cashier wastold tocharge it to the 
advertising account. It was explained in the 
letter that customers who came to New-York to 
buy expected thissort of treatment, though in 
their own homes they were considered models 
of moral and mercantile integrity. Men of the 
highest respectability apparently and liberal 
contributors to religious institutions in cities 
where they lived looked forward to such an en- 
tertainment as referred to on their annual or 
semi-annual visits to New-York. The writer 
knew, he said, of one man whom he used to take 
around who had given $70,000 tochurches. As 
for the neads of the business houses, while 
technically they were not supposed to know 
anything about such an arrangement, yet asa 
matter of fact they were fully acquainted with 
it, and not only condoned it, but encouraged it. 
They knew it was profitable, bringing its reward 
in an increase of business. 

The young men seiected by the firm for this 
kind of work, the writer explained, were the 
flower of mercantile youtb, good looking, of 
good address, with good clothes, witty, with a 
tund of good stories, and withal a shrewd sense 
of business opportunities. Its effect upon them 
was ruinously pernicious to the last degree. 
The writer admitted that he was a broken-down 
man at middle age. He mentioned the fate of 
some of his business acquaintances whom he 
used to meet around town doing the hospital- 
ities for other houses. One of them was in a 
New-Jersey lunatic asylum at 30; another died 
of delirium tremens and left his wife and chil- 
dren paupers; a third was broken down at 40 and 
a pensioner on the firm at $3 a week; still an- 
other had married a harlot and died a miserable 
death in a brothel, and another had committed 
suicide to hide disgrace. All these the writer 
knew as exceptionally promising young men 
when they entered mercantile life. Tbe portion 
of the letter which Mr. Aitken did not read ex- 
pressed the deep sense of shame and humilia- 
tion which the writer felt at the memory of his 
own experiences when they came within the 
light of the teachings he had heard at the mis- 
sion services. 

Tears streamed down Mr. Aitken’s cheeks as 
he made a fervid, almost fierce appeal to the 
business men before him to remove all tempta- 
tion from the path of the young. Many of his 
hearers wept with him. Nothing so impressive 
had occurred during the whole course of the 
mission services. Mr, Aitken implored the busi- 
ness men not to let the lessons of social and busi- 
ness purity he had endeavored to inculcate in 
his course of Sermons pass away from them. He 
spoke with pleasure of the cordial treatment he 
nad received from hosts of business men during 
the meetings. He had scarcely seen anything 
like 1t in the course of a long ministeria! ex- 
perience. He very much regretted that the time 
had come to separate, but he should go away 
with a heavy heart if he thought that his efforts 
were not going to have some effect in bettering 
the business life of New-York. It had been very 
gratifying to him that so many hundred busy 
men made time in the middle of the day to drop 
mercantile affairs and pay some attention to the 
claims of a higher life. In conclusion Missioner 
Aitken impressed his hearers with the futility of 
the mere unaided will of man in striving fora 

tter life. 

Assistant Bishop Henry C. Potter spoke of the 
great blessing that Missioner Aitken’s Monday 
services had been to the business men of New- 
York and of his personal regret that the time 
had come to discontinue them. Asa mark of 
esteem for Mr. Aitkenj and of sympathy with 
the Church of England Parochial Mission, with 
which he was connected, the Bishop suggested 
that all present contribute liberally to a col- 
lection which would be taken up tor the benefit 
of thatsociety. Fora few minutes there was a 
somewhat lively circulation of the Bland silver 
dollar. The big coins dropped into the collec- 
tion plates with a melodious rattle The steps 
to the chancel were so crowded that the 
pe passers could not get up there, so the 

ev. Dr. Rainsford made the rounds with his 
hat. The Bishop announced that anybody who 
desired to contribute further to the society 
might send money to R. Fulton Cutting, at the 
Mutual Life Building, in Nassau-street, and then 
closed the mission services with the benediction. 
A great many people crowded around the pulpit 
steps toshake hands with Mr. Aitken, and ex- 
pressed their personal thanks for his services. 
He will preach to-morrow in the Rev. Phillips 
Brooks’s Church, in Boston. On Christmas Day 
he will preach in Louisville, going thence to 
Nasbville and New-Orileans. He will sail from 
this city for England about Feb. 1. 

Many ladies who went to St. George’s Church 
last night to hear Mr. Aitken close the series of 
mussion services there were disappointed at 
finding that the service was for men. The aim. 
of the discourse was practically the same as the 
one at Trinity—an ‘earnest exhortation to the 
men not to lose the impulse for good aroused by 
the mission meetings, but to strengthen it by 
~~ anaes practice of Christian principles in daily 

ite. 

The public work of the Advent Mission in the 
Episcopal Church bas practically ceased. The 
Rectors of the up-town churches that were en- 
gaged in this mission work now propose to make 
systematic efforts to gather the harvest of the 
missioners* labors. During the past few days 
and evenings each person attending the services 
in St. George’s Church has received a printed 
list of questions with the request that answers 
be sent to the Rector, the Rev. W. S. Rainsford. 
Ibere are 12 questions, of which the following 
are specimens: 

Has the mission been in any way a blessing to you? + 

Do you wish to connect yourself with this church? 

Will you join a Sunday schoo! Bible class? 


Are you willing to undertake any work in connection: 
with the church? . 


Do you wish to be confirmed? 

Similar circulars are being distributed among¢ 
the newcomers wha.were drawn to the mission’ 
services in some of the other Episcopal churches. , 





MR. ELKINS SECURES A JUDGMENT. 

Stephen B. Elkins appeared yesterday? 
before Judge Lawrence in the Supreme Court, 
Part IIL, toask judgment against Frank R. Sher-; 
win for $13,565 on two notes of $5,000 each, to} 
run for two and three months, dated Sept. 2,/ 
1881, and on an advance of $1,000 by Elkins to 
Sherwin on Nov. Il, 1883, with interest upon the‘ 
three amounts. At the time of the advance of, 
$1,000: Sherwin transferred to Elkins enough. 
stock of the Maxweil Land Grant Cattle Com-' 
pany of New-Mexico to secure allthe loans. As 
there was no mention of the collateral in the. 
notes a judgment was necessary to give Mr. 
Elkins power to sellit. Mr. Elkins identified the 
notes and Sherwin’s letter asking for the $1,000 
aud tendering the collateral. There were no 
counter appearances, and on the motion of Col. 
George Bliss, Mr. Elkins’s counsel, Judge Law-: 
rence directed judgment for Mr. Elkins. 

Col. Bliss said that Mr. Elkins loaned Mr. Sher- 
win the $10,000 in 1881 as a friendly act, and 
made the further advance of $1,000 because 
Sherwin was hard pressed for money. Some 
time ago, not wishing to appear as a witness in a 
suitin Colorado, Mr. Sherwin stepped over into 
Mexico, where ne remains. Mr. Elkins heard 
lately that there was a prospect of a reorganiza- 
tion of the cattle company whose stock he had‘ 
as collateral. He brought the suit so that the 
stock might not be wasted in the reorganization. 
Judge Lawrence appointed William H. Ricketts 
Receiver to sell the collateral. 





THE CHATTAHOOCHEE'’S PROPELLER. 

While coming out of the Tybee River on 
her last tripto New- York the Savannah steamship 
Chattahoochee lost one of the four blades of her 
propeller in some unknown way.

“COMMISSIONER MORRIS REPEATS THE STORY 


OF THE RED INK PROTESTS, 
City Attorney John N. Beckley, of Roch- 


ester, as a Commissioner appointed by Gov. Hill: 


to investigate: Mayor Grace’s charges of mal- 


feasance in office against members of the Board 


of Excise Commissioners, resumed the hearing 
yesterday at the Gilsey House, Commissioner 
John J. Morris was the only witness examined, 
ana his testimony was in effect a repetition of 
that given before the Gibbs committee, Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Francis M. Scott fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of the Senatorial search- 
ers in drawing from the Commissioner the story 
of his attempts to prevent the licensing of un- 
suitable places. Commissioner Morris’s cross- 
examination, which was begun by Richard S. 
Newcomb, counsel for Commissioner Edward P. 
Mitchell, was begun late in the afternoon and 
will be completed at the session to-day. 

The 18 applications for licenses, upon the 
granting of which the second section of the 
charges are based, were the texts for the day’s 


testimony. Each one bore on its back the pro- 
test of Commissioner Morris, written in red ink. 
These protests, the Commissioner stated, were 
written before the licenses were granted. On 
the cross-examination Mr. Newcomb elicited 
the fact that Mr. Morris could not recollect that 
he had ever calied the attention of his brother 
Commissioners to these written protests, some 
of which were made by him when the other 
Commissioners were not present and without 
their knowledge. The importance of this point 
for the defense is due to the phrasing of the 
charge appended to each specification.of the 
second count directed against Commissioners 
Mitchell and Haughton, which reads as follows: 

“ That the said license was granted with full knowl- 
edge and notice that said places were notoriously dis- 
reputable and disorderly and were habitually fre- 
quented by such persons as aforesaid, and that the 
said Commissioners did so vote against the written 
protest of John J. Morris, another member of the 


said Board of Excise.” 


The parties to whom licenses were granted 
were Thomas F. Parker, No. 52 West Thirty- 
first-street, (Tom Gould’s;) William McMahon, 
No. 58 West Thirtieth-street, (the Haymarket;) 
Ezra Daggett, No. 108 West Thirty-second-street, 
(the Cremorne;) Jacob Schnatz, No. 108 West 
Eichteenth-street, (Prescott’s Garden;) Ansel 
W. Wood, No, 122 West Fourteenth-street, 
(Windsor Garden;) Nail Brothers and John Ap- 
pell, No. 510 Sixth-avenue; John Morgan, No, 
242 South Fifth-avenue, (Abe Coakley's;) Rob- 
ert Hill, No. 125 Macdougai-street; Henry 
H. Slate, No. 386 West Thirtieth-street, and 
James McCullum, No. 520 Sixth-avenue, 
over whose saloons gambling houses 
existed; Patrick Egan, No. 116 West Thirty- 
first-street, and Theodore Boetling, No. 3840 
Bowery. Commissioner Morris gave his reasons 
for objecting to the licensing of these places. 
These were their disreputable or disorderly 
character, as proved to him by personal obser- 
vation, by common repute, and by reports of 
Police Captains or Excise Hoard Inspectors. 
The only new testimony elicited in respect to 
any of these places was regarding the Windsor 
Garden, on West Fourteenth-street, for which 
Ansel W. Wood had asked a license. Commis- 
sioner Morris stated that his protest was in ad 
based upon compiaints made to him regarding 
the character of the place and its frequenters by 
Police Justice Gorman, Police Commissioner 
Voorhis, and Benjamin Schlesinger, the latter 
living near the place. The license was ** broken” 
after having been issued, and the place is now 
without a license. 

Detective Sergeant John Ruland was intro- 
duced as a witness to prove that Slate’s place on 
West Thirtieth-street was raided three weeks 
after a license had been granted him and gam- 
bling rooms found on the second floor. This 
testimony was offered as a test to find out if 
Commissioner Beckley would permit the intro- 
duction of testimony to prove the character of 
the places since they had been licensed. Com- 
missioner Beck}ey refused to allow the introduc- 
tion of evidenc® of this character on the ground 
that it did not bear on the guiliy knowledge of 
the Commissioners as to the character of the 

laces when they granted the licenses. He said 
should restrict the testimony as to character 
to that which would prove this guilty knowl- 
edge previous to the granting of the licenses. 

After Commissioner Morris had acknowledged 
that he had sometimes joined with another Com- 
missioner in granting a license against the pro- 
test of the third member of the board, and the 
presentation of a mass of petitions that had 
been sent to the board in favor of licensing 
Thomas F. Parktr, at Tom Gould’s place, the

DOESN’T WANT TO HANG THE MAN, 





JAMES C. M’SHANE CHARGED WITH COM- 
PLICITY IN A MURDER. 

James C. McShane, an empleye in the 
engineer's department in the Post Office, was 
arrested ona bench warrant issued by Judge 
Gildersleeve yesterday, charging him with be- 
ing an accessory toa murder committed three 
years ago. On Dec. 1, 1882, James A. Brown, a 
member of the Linwood Pleasure Club, got into 
an altercation with Samuel and George Ogle, 
two other members of the club, and George 
took a veterinary surgeon’s lance from his 


pocket and, it is claimed, inflicted a wound that 
caused Brown's death. 

Samuel Ogle was arrested, charged with the 
murder, but no evidence could be secured to 
convict him and he was released. McShane, who 
witnessed the murder, had a quarrel with George 
Ogle shortly afterward, and visited the District 
Attorney’s office and swore positively that 
George and not Samuel was the guilty man, He 
told the District Attorney that he had witnessed 
the crime. Shortly atter giving this testimony 
McShane told George of his revelation and re- 
quested him to leave the city at once. Ogle 
went to Montana and afterward to Texas. Last 
September he returned to this city. He had not 
been here 24 hours betore he was arrested, 

Since the arrest McShane has refused to give 
any evidence to the District Attorney or the 
Grand Jury, saying that he didn’t want to hang 
the man. Itissaid that he has been an active 
worker in the interest of the prisoner. The po- 
lice claim that he has seen every person who 
knows anything about the stabbing, and has 
made them promise faithfully that they will not 
reveal wre ngersg 9 Persons who have given testi- 
mony have, it is said, been assaulted by McShane 
and his friends. An indictment was found by 
the Grand Jury against McShane, charging him 
with being an accessory to the crime and with 
aiding a criminal to evade punishment. Judge 
Gildersleeve committed McShane without bail. 
He wili be called upon to plead on Monday next.

A FORGER WITH MANY NAMES. 


G J. EVERARD CONVICTED, CHIEFLY ON 


THE TESTIMONY OF CONFEDERATES. 

The trial of Charles J. Everard, the 
forger, otherwise known as George Hartmann, 
George Peters, Charles Coke, Charles McGloin, 
**Mash Market Jake,’ and **Greenback Charlie,” 
was finished in the Court of General Sessions 
yesterday, and he was convicted of forgery in 
the second degree. Everard’s counsel was ex- 
Assistant District Attorney Brady. Assistant 
District Attorney Fellows opened the case, and 
while he was making his address Everard seemed 
to be ina happy mood. He cast glances inevery 


direction over the court room and nodded to 
friends and acquaintances. 

Herman R. Baltzer, of Baltzer & Lichtenstein, 
bankers, at No. 50 Exchange-place, pronounced 
the check passed on the German-American Bank, 
to which the name of his tirm was signed, a for- 
gery. Nelson J. Gaylard, whois serving a ten- 
years’ sentence in Sing. Sing, testified that he 
was introduced to the prisoner in the latter part 
of Augustof this year bya man known as 
“Jerry the Barber,” a Philadelphia thief. Sev- 
eral days afterward Everard called upon him 
and said: ‘*I want you to lay a check for me. 
It's good stuff and there’s nodanger.” They 
started down town together. On the way Gay- 
lard proposed to go back home and tell his wife 
he would not return until late, but Everard ob- 
jected. ‘* Don’t be a calf,” he said. They part- 
ed in Third-avenue and Gaylard continued his 
journey down to the German-American Bank, 
at No. 50 Wall-street. He presented a check for 
$500,and was arrested. The witness admitted 
that he bad serveda term in the Albany Peni- 
tentiary. . 

Carl Schulkin, a porter employed by Baltzer & 
Lichtenstein, said the prisoner called where he 
‘was employed on three occasions. He paid his 
visits early in the morning, and on the last visit 
said that the object of his calls was to find out 
what quality of paper the firm used in its 
checks, as he wished to fillanorder. The un- 
suspecting porter showed him a bundle of can- 
celed checks and from it Everard stole 10. Mrs. 
Caroline Gaylard, wife of Everard’s confederate, 
testified as to Everard’s attempts to get her hus- 
band to plead guilty rather than stand trial. 

Philip Dreizer, another witness for the people, 
said that he met Everard in Essex Market Court 
last August. Everard was arrested on suspicion 
under the alias of ‘*Mash Market Jake,” and 
Dreiger was at the same time a prisoner, 
charged with assault. While in court the de- 
fendant secured the address of Dreiger and said 
he would call on him. Both were discharged 
and in a tew days Everard, who represent 
himself as Charles McGloin, paid the witness a 
visit. He gave Dreiger a check for $450 on the 
Corn Exchange Bank, which Dreiger cashed, and 
received as his share $120. Everard made out 
another check on the Corn Exchange Bank, this 
time for $960, but Dreizer went to the wrong 
window, and, instead of receiving the money, 
the check was certified. After this venture 
Everard gave the witness a forged check on 
the Bank of America for $780. Dreiger col- 
lected the money and received $150 for his 
work. Testimony proving the checks to be 
forgeries was given, and the prosecution closed. 

Counsel for the prisoner said he did not think 
it necessary to call any witnesses. Col. Fellows 
made the closing address, and earnestly asked 
for aconviction. The jury were out only five 
minutes, and returned witha verdict of guilty 
ot forgery in the second degree. Counsel for 
the prisoner asked that his client be remanded 
until Tuesday, so that be could make a motion 
for an order of arrest of judgment. It was 
granted. 

He will probably take the case to the Court of 
Appeals, onthe ground that errors were com- 
mitted in impaneling and charging the jury. 
Everard never lost bis good humor. He walked 
back to the prisoner’s pen with a smile on his 
face. The sentence for forgery in the second 
degree 1s from five to ten years,
